People 
carried lanterns in the streets u n t i l o ’clock 
Wednesday morning, 
In the woods were 
many dead of all ages, presenting a revolting 
sight. The bodies were scorched and charred. 
The high winds had spread the fire, and every 
avenue had been closed to the fleeing, home­ 
less ones, leaving nothing but death by fire. 
Large burning masses of inflammables were 
lifted bodily and carried through the air. 
The skill and courage of man seemed impo­ 
tent, and men and cattle were roasted to­ 
gether in natural fire-traps. 
One farmer, 
plowing with oxen a few miles from Sand 
Beach, started home on the approach of 
darkness, and found his wife gone to a neigh­ 
bor's. 
He took two children and escaped, 
but his three other children and his oldest 
daughter, who took another path, were found 
the next day charred bevond recognition, 
heaped together. Up to Wednesday night 45 
bodies were found within a mile in Paris 
township. 
Many more are missing—nearly 
all Polish people. 
The whole settlement, 
crops and houses, was swept away. 
In Delaware township, in all the country 
south of Forestville, from the lake seven 
miles back, everything has been swept clean. 
These new settlers owed for their farms, and 
lose everything. 
Men and cattle fled to the 
lake, where there is the utmost confusion. 
A 
man who lost aH was blind and crazy. The 
fire surprised every one in that region by its 
sudden descent, and only for the lake there 
would have been a holocaust. One man laid 
in a mud puddle and rolled over and over all 
night. 
A large force have gone out to bury 
the dead animals. Many have been rendered 
blind, and they have to be led. 
Many are 
hungry, ill clad and sick. 
More help must 
come soon. 
George Furgason, of White 
Rock, says since Monday he has seen 110 
burned bodies on the road. 
Wagon loads of 
coffins were a common sight. 
The latest reports say that the back town­ 
ships are burned over, with a large loss of 
life. 
The fires were extinguished by rains in 
the Bection between Sand Beach and Dickee- 
ville.

D e t r o it, September 9th.—The point is 
reached where no fresh fire disasters are ex­ 
pected. The lowest estimates make 215 fam­ 
ilies burned oat in the towns of Marlette, 
Lynn, Argyle, Evergreen, Moore, Lnmotte 
and Elmer, Sanilac county, and thirty-two 
persons are known to be dead. The fires are 
mostly out, and the inhabitants are sitting 
about the ashes of their former houses. 
Many are burned and otherwise injured. 
They are disconsolate, and almost bereft of 
their senses. Provisions, clothing, bedding and 
other necessaries are being constantly for­ 
warded, and men are traveling through the 
burnt sections distributing supplies, taking 
the names of those who are in need. 
Many 
persons are still missing in the burned dis­ 
tricts, and the exact loss cannot bo known for 
several daye. 
Sixty-fixe burials have been 
already reported in six towns, and it is said 
that twenty-seven dead bodies have been 
found in the country between Bad Axe and 
Port Hope, 
The poorer class are the chief 
losers.

The revival of old associations, circum 
stances and conditions incident to this cen­ 
tennial of Los Angeles brings also a stirring 
of many new unspent forces. The narrow- 
gauge railroad project is developing into 
certainty, a reconnoissance having just 
been completed from Pasadena to 
Bernardino. Mr. Crocker’s purchase from 
Lucky Baldwin of a large portion of 1 lancho 
La Puente Í3 the heaviest land sale that has 
ever been recorded in this county, and is 
understood to mean business in the way of 
preparing homesteads for coming thou­ 
sands. I have no quarrel with the power 
we call the spirit of the age, and yet I am 
glad to get out of the noise of it, between 
the thick adobe walls of some of the old 
Californian homes. Europeans would ac­ 
cuse us of manufacturing sentiment over 
the few historic ruins we possess, but it is 
•-enuine, and so is our admiration of the 
brave, hospital, chivalrous character of 
most of the early patroons. It will be a 
loss of the peculiar charm which has 
brought so many here to stay, when the 
palatial residence of a successful speculator 
takes the place of such ranch houses as 
belong to 
THE OLD NOBILITY 
Of Ventura, or the more modern Cer- 
vitos in this county. Surrounded by an 
English park, Laguna, the country seat of 
Mrs. Stearns Baker, would be sufficiently 
modernized. The old seats ask for adapta­ 
tion to modern wants, but they ought to 
be carefully preserved, and Buch occasions 
as our centennial tend to bring this feeling 
- a. _ 
¡a i fipA Hava’ fpatival 
into activity. There is a five days’ festival 
now in progress at San Luis Key, and an­ 
other at l’ala Mission, and during those 
few days one may overlook the coming 
railroad and all modern innovations and 
keep company in imagination with good 
Father Autouio, who lived more like a 
- oriDce than a priest in this most royal seat 
of his order-—he who loved the horse race 
and the hull fight without discrimination, 
prefiguring tho muscular Christianity of 
our own times ; who entertained the stran­ 
ger, and made the place of hss habitation 
glorious with fruits and llowers. San Luis 
was the la3t but one, and the most splendidly 
executed of that series of sacred structures 
which extended from San Diego into the 
Sonoma valley. It was not finished until 
the year 1798. I saw it first under the full 
moon of September, 1 STB, and nothing in 
that year of sight seeing will linger in my 
memory like a view through the open and 
still perfect arches of the gieat court, into 
the still, deserted cloisters, the sanctuary, 
and the Campo Santo. There was not a 
cloud in the sky. 1 could read the names 
of “ Pico,” and others familiar in our his­ 
tory, upon the headstones. There was not 
a sound in the air, and I sat awhile on the 
broken coping of a fountain, wishing that 
the shadows of the overhanging pepper tree 
would move ; it was so fearfully silent and 
spiritual and desolate. Then I went inside 
the church, and pushing away 
A ROUGH CURTAIN 
Which divides what was the chapel of St. 
Louis from the nave, recalled what I had 
read of Father I’eyri who built it. “ He 
asked for a few cattle and Indians for his 
mission, and the request was granted. He 
dwelt there thirty-four years, when the 
blow came which broke his heart—the se­ 
questration of the missions. He took with 
him only what was sufficient to enable him 
to reach the City of Mexico, where he 
threw himself upon the charity of his 
Order.” There were 80,000 head of cattle, 
10,000 horses, 100,000 sheep and goats, 
belonging to the mission in 
1834; 
there was 13,000 bushels of wheat in 
its granaries ; there was oil and wine ; 
cloth 
and 
leather, 
sufficient 
food 
and clothing for Father Peyri’a 3,.">00 
Indian communicants. Among these were 
several blacksmiths and others skilled in 
useful arts. Under the civil rule which 
followed, there was in eight years only 
(>.'i0 Indians living on the mission lands, 
about four per cent, only of the live stock, 
and nothing whatever in the store-houses. 
These are in utter ruin ; the piles of adobe 
cover or rather inclose a space of ten or 
twelve acres. The finest piece of archi­ 
tecture in California, with surroundings 
which barbarians might have been proud 
of, was not only neglected but despoiled. 
The cloisters of burnt brick were pulled 
down and carted away. A garden inclosed 
with a high adobe wall, wh ch is in toler­ 
able preservation, covered eight acres; 
the beautiful arched entrance, pavement*, 
and terraces, which yet remain, show what 
a lovely spot it must have been with its 
fountains and palm trees. One solitary 
palm illustrates the survival of the fittest; 
a clear spring bubbles out near its roots, 
and leaves a ribbon of verdure in its track 
as its waters trickle down to the farms 
below. 
THE SITUATION 
Of this Mission was unrivaled. Not com­ 
manding the sea view like Carmel, it is set 
nobly upon a hill, and from the towers ore 
has an enchanting panorama of plains, val­ 
leys ami distant mountains. The day fol­ 
lowing my moonlight visit I spent in 
sketching the interior of the church, and 
some parts of the cloisters and ruins. Up in 
the bell tower 1 found a w hite owl, asleep, 
whose ghostly presence had disturbed my 
meditations of Father Peyri and his com­ 
patriots the previous evening. When 1 
rapped on the rim of the one silver bell 
which is left of the chime, he blinked at 
me, and went off to sleep again, a symbol 
of the spirit which seems to have been 
brooding over this region for forty years. 
But the spell is broken ; not because the 
festa brings from all the hidden homesteads 
of these mountains a swarm of mountain 
people, to see the troops of gay horsemen 
racing and curvetting on the plain, or 
plucking the buried chicken from beneath 
their mustang’s feet; not because the 
scarred disgrace of ruin is covered to-day 
with evergreens and wreaths of llowers, 
and the priest is here to hold solemn mas3 
in the ancient, deserted sanctuary ; but 
because San Luis Key is now in the iron 
path over which a great home-seeking im­ 
migration is sure to come. The great 
ranches are rapidly undergoing segrega­ 
tion, and the poetic, pastoral life, in which 
even refiued and high-bred people were 
content, no longer satisfies. Fewer acres, 
more neighbors. Already one sees more 
houses—more life in the immediate neigh­ 
borhood of the Mission. The Couts prop­ 
erty near San Luis, if not the finest of 
TIIE OLD HOMESTEADS, 
Has been the most intelligently and con 
stantly improved by its owners since the 
fall of the mission, and is exceedingly val­ 
uable. 
Santa Margarita, tho princely 
estate of Don Juan Foster, is reported 
among the estates to be in the market ere 
many years. This will not be ill news to 
travelers by stage from San Diego to Los 
Angeles, who remember those weary hours 
spent in traversing the thirty or forty 
miles of the Foster possessions. With the 
railroad will come villages, pretty station- 
houses, and for the emigrants from north­ 
ern climates, such abundance of fruits and 
flowers as exceeds expectation or belief. 
It is only by degrees that one can take in 
the full sense of the profusion and variety 
of products which nature displays here. 
FA I.A 
Is one of the minor missions, and its 
church having been built almost wholly of 
adobe, like that of San Diego, is almost a 
ruin. There is an inn and one or two 
houses to be discerned, but where the peo­ 
ple come from who throng to this festa ic|a 
mystery to all save botanists and ’ 
‘ 
Oh, the wild paths among 


vorked in building the church. As she 
had several children then, she must be 
about 120 years old. The Paumas have 
kept in remembrance the teachings of the 
fathers ; they have their little homes in­ 
closed with small door yards, their corn 
fields and gardens, poultry, ponies ana 
cattle, and in the center of the little vil­ 
lage is an adobe church built by their own 
hands, the rafters made of poles tmd to­ 
gether with strips of sheepskin. It >s a 
rude miniature of the oldest mission, with 
its railed altar and elevated choir, reached 
in this case by a step-ladder. Before the 
crucifix on any day of the week you may 
find 
A VOTIVE OFFERING 
Of flowers, laid there by the women. Men 
build churches, and women worship in 
them, whatever their creed. In some of 
these mountain school districts more than 
half the pupils are Indian children. One 
of the teachers told me that last year on 
her opening day the father of two pre­ 
sented himself, and inquired how much she 
would pay him per week for the children, 
ane how much for himself. He had heard 
of State and county school moneys and 
their pro rata distribution, and was intent 
upon getting his share of it. W hen the 
teacher explained as best she could the 
true state of the case, I.o departed, taking 
his progeny with him. 
During the festa, which both at Fala 
and San Luis has been a great success, 
every kind of amusement common to the 
old time has been enjoyed, save the burn­ 
ing of Judas. The priests had given their 
neophytes so profound a hatred of Iscariot, 
a very bad Indian who betrayed the son of 
the Great Chief to a cruel death, that 
their festivals often ended with a miracle 
play in which Judas met his punishment. 
An Indian sometimes acted the part up to 
the final scene, when an effigy was substi­ 
tuted. The last of these performances oc­ 
curred at San Juan Capistrano, not many 
y ears ago. 
_ 
Next week we shall be reminded of the 
trials and triumphs which the Queen of the 
Angels has passed through in her century 
of existence. She has many gifted sons 
who can glorify her in English or Castilian. 
Of these ceremonies and the fair I will 
speak m another letter.

A BRIEF HISTORICAL ALVIEW OF THE 
LITERATUSJs OF FRANCE. 


Its Mixture of Impulsiveness, Gaity, Wit, 
Frivolity and Refinement—A 
Literary Change.

Feck of the Milwaukee Sun was asked 
to contribute a premium for the Kook 
County (Wis.) Fair. Here ia his reply : 
W. T. Vankirk—Dear Van : Your letter 
in reference to my giving some kind of a 
premium to somebody, at your county fair, 
is received, and I have been thinking it 
over. I have brought my massive intellect 
to bear upon the subject with the follow­ 
ing result: I ship you to-day, by express, 
a sewing machine, complete, with cover, 
drop leaf, hemmer, tucker, feller, drawers 
and everything a girl wants except corsets 
and tall stockings. Now, I want you to 
give that to the best “ combination girl” 
in Knck county, between the age of seven­ 
teen and thirty, with the compliments of 
the Sun. W hat I mean by “ combination” 
is one that in the opinion of your commit­ 
tee has all the modern improvements, and 
a few of the old-fashioned faults, such as 
health, etc. She must be good looking, 
that is, not too handsome, but just hand­ 
some enough. Yon don’t want to give this 
machine to any female statue or parlor or­ 
nament, who don’t know how to play a 
tune on it, or who ia as cold as a refriger­ 
ator car, and has no heart concealed about 
her person. Our girl, that is our “ Fair 
girl,” that takes this machine, must be 
“ the boss.” She must be jolly and good- 
natured—such a girl as would make the 
man who married her think that Rock 
county was next door to heaven anyway. 
She must be so healthy that nature’s roses 
will discount any preparation ever made 
by man and so well formed that nothing 
artificial is needed to—well, \ an, you 
know what I mean. \o u want to pick 
out a thoroughbred that ia all wool and a 
yard wide.

COLORING WALLS. 
On this subject the Building News gives 
these practical directions : Ceilings and 
walla are often finished in distemper, but 
very often turn out unsatisfactory, from 
the want of knowledge in the mixing and 
laying on. Absorption in the wall should 
be checked or stopped, or one part will ab­ 
sorb more color than another, and an un­ 
even or spotty appearance results. Various 
preparations are used for preparing walls 
and to stop absorption. One of these is to 
mix about a dozen pounds of the best whit­ 
ing with water, adding thereto enough 
parchment or other size to bind the color, 
two ounces of alum, and the same weight 
of soft-soap dissolved in water ; mix 
well and strain through a screen of coarse 
cloth. In mixing the distemper, one writer 
says, “ Two things are essentially necessa­ 
ry : clean and well washed whiting, and 
pure jellied size.” The whiting should be 
put to soak with sufficient soft water to 
cover it well and penetrate its bulk. When 
soaked sufficiently, the water should be 
poured off, which will remove dust from 
the whiting. It may then be beaten up to 
a stiff paste by|;he hand or spatula. .Size 
is next added and mixed together. Care 
should be taken not to break the jelly of 
the size any more than can be avoided. 
Another caution is that distemper should be 
mixed with jellied size to lay on well—the 
color then works cool and floats nicely ; 
but when the size is used hot it drags and 
gathers and works dry, producing a rough 
wall. A little alum added to the distem­ 
per hardens it and helps to dry out solid 
and even. The l>est size is made from 
parchment clippings, which are put into an 
iron kettle tilled with water and allowed 
to stand twenty-four hours till the pieces 
are thoroughly soaked, then they are 
boiled for five hours and the scum re­ 
moved. 
The liquid is then strained 
through a cloth. For mixing colors the 
whiting and the color required, finely 
ground, are dissolved separately and then 
mixed to the required tint. For example, 
lampblack mixed with whitirg makes gray, 
and the most delicate to the darkest 
shades may be obtained. 
For French 
gray the whiting required is taken and 
soaked in water, and Prussian blue and 
lake finely gronnd in water are added to 
produce the necessary shade or tint. Buff 
may be made by dissolving in like manner, 
separately, whiting and yellow ochre. 
A 
little Venetian red gives a warm tone. A 
salmon tint is produced by adding to the 
dissolved whiting a little of tho same red, 
just sufficient to tinge. 
Drabs of various 
tints can be easily made by grinding up 
finely a little burnt umber and mixing it 
with the dissolved whiting. 
The sooner 
the distemper color dries after being laid 
on the better, and the best plan is to close 
windows and doors during laying, and 
throw them open afterward.

French character, that mixture of im­ 
pulsiveness, gaiety, wit and frivolity—of 
sentiment, refinement and intelligence— 
was sure to engender a literature represent­ 
ing these qualities in a high degree. Had 
the history of France never been writteD, 
it3 literature alone would have sufficed to 
present a vivid picture of the many 
changes and incidents which took place in 
that country for the last five centuries. 
From the old classics to modern authors 
many struggles were made and many ob­ 
stacles had to be overcome to create such a 
rich and varied literature. French litera­ 
ture embraces three periods : the middle 
ages, the Renaissance and modern times. 
Its beginning may be set down at the latter 
portion of the eleventh century, that is, at 
the formation of feudal society of the 
Gauls. Up to that time there was on the 
soil of France a struggle of races and 
idioms in the work so complex of the 
formation of French nationality and 
French character. It has long been a dis 
pute among French historians whether the 
Celts, the Romans or the Germans exerted 
the most influence upon the moral and in 
tellectual development of their race. The 
lew literary monuments of those times, 
though indicating the formation of a new 
language, could hardly be called French. 
IN THE TWELFTH CENTURY 
French literature began to flourish, 
noble style, the “ Epos,” under the name 
of minstrel songs, made its appearance. 
Such were the song of Roland and the 
legend of Arthur. From that time and up 
to the fifteenth century, literature took in 
a wider scope. Didactic poetry, songs of 
the crusades, and legendary poems were 
followed by fables and Batiré. 
The ro 
manee of Kenart, the allegories of the ro 
manee of the Rose—these were the styles 
of poetry of the middle ages. The prom 
inent names of authors of that period are 
those of Moniot, Alain, Chartier, Froissart, 
Lescurel, Villon and Charles of Orleans, 
Prose, as the nearest kin to poetry, came 
into vogue and grew up. Villehardouin 
Joiaviile and Commines were the repre­ 
sentatives of this new and popular style of 
writing. 
The second period of French literature 
began in the sixteenth century. A modern 
spirit which broke forth in a universal 
movement of independence and renovation 
could not fail to be at home in France. 
At such times writers become men of ag­ 
gressive proclivities. 
The Renaissance 
was for France a return to intellectual life 
and spiritual rejuvenescence. All ancient 
authors were studied, commented upon 
and translated. The discovery of the art 
of printing permitted an increase and pro 
pagation of their treasures. Authors felt 
not only inspired through the ideas and the 
language of the ancients, but imitated 
their beautiful pagan forms, their elo 
quence and their philosophy. 
At the 
solicitation of the French “ Erasmus, 
W. Buddee, the College of France was 
founded. France I. doubtless encouraged 
this movement before smothering it in 
blood and fire. Notwithstanding the brutal 
and despotic opposition of ignorant and 
tyrannical governments, notwithstanding 
the rigid measures and the burning at the 
stake, the researches after truth and the 
longings after a more human philosophy 
could not be stopped, and men like Es 
tienne and Dolet sacrificed their lives in 
behalf of reform and progress. (Doletwas 
tortured, strangled and burned on the 
Place Maubert. Before his execution, and 
seeing the pitying crowd, he composed this 
verse : “ Non dolet ipse Dolet, sed pia 
turba dolet”—Dolet does not grieve, but 
the pious crowd does.) 
In opposition to violence, ingenious sub­ 
terfuge was resorted to. The need of re­ 
form brought forth the great and 
ORIGINAL WORKS OK RABELAIS. 
In order to let reason penetrate the public 
mind they were seasoned with folly ; and 
truth, which is a cause of fear and appre­ 
hension to the mighty, was clothed in witty 
forms. Reformation glided into the little 
court of Margaret of Valois and recrnited 
a number of poets and writers. Calvin 
made his appearance. So different from 
Luther in many respects, he sided with 
him in his endeavor toward a religious and 
literary reform ; like him, he made use in 
his theological propaganda of the mighty 
weapon of an improved national language. 
Tne latter found itself at last emancipated ; 
but the tendency toward incorporating and 
retaining foreign elements was still too 
great to admit of a rapidly progressing na­ 
tional literature. Full of admiration for 
antique modelp, a return to Grecian ideas 
and Grecian prosody was indulged in. 
Malherbe, and after him Corneille, sought 
to give French literature a new and more 
original direction, and their efforts, espe­ 
cially the latter’s, were successful. “ The 
genius of Corneille created everything in 
France,” said Voltaire. 
The third period of French literature 
comprises the seventeenth, eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. Although the history 
of a literature may be nearest to us, it is 
cot easy to mark off its real divisions, for 
the reason that those men who gave a new 
impulse to its advancement do not always 
belong to the age in which the change is 
noticeable. So is the reign of Louis XIV., 
for instance, considered the golden era of 
French literature, and yet such men as 
Corneille, Descartes, Balzac and Voiture 
did not belong to that epoch, and the works 
in verse and prose inaugurating the classi­ 
cal period date from the administration of 
Richelieu. Richelieu was the founder of 
the French Academy of Sciences. 
THE FRENCH LANGUAGE 
Having been under the reign of Louis XIV. 
entirely formed and freed from foreign 
thraldom and feeiing, the impressions of 
the dissertations of a Balzac and the learned 
letters of a Voiture took an amplitude, a 
flexibility and a dignified politeness which 
heretofore had been wanting. The Cardi­ 
nal de Retz and La Rochefoucault inau­ 
gurated, in a dignified and severe style, 
the one contemporaneous history, the other 
a purely human study of the soul. Here 
are a few of La Kochefoucault’s maxims : 
“ If we find vanity in others insuffer­ 
able, it is because it hurts ours.” 
“ Shallow-minded people generally con­ 
demn that which Burpae*es their compre­ 
hension.” 
“ Few men are clever enough to know 
all the harm they do.” 
“ \Vc8eldorn meet people of good sense, 
except those who are of our opinion.” 
“ Gravity is a mystery of the body con­ 
trived to hide the defects of the mind.” 
If, under the reign ot Louis XIV., prose 
had already reached a state of maturity, 
pcetry had given its full measure to the 
play in the noble style of “ Corneille.” The 
“ CNA ” ' ‘ U n r n 'p 1’ 11 P in n a .” “ P nlv finct” 


Christianism, spreading will all the fnll- 
ness of oratory, form the austerity of its 
principles in accordance with reason, found 
a large number of interpreters. The im­ 
mortal Bossuet, the great Fenelon, the ele­ 
gant Maesilon, the gloomy Pascal and the 
zealous La Bruyere were the defenders of 
faith and mortality. These thoughts are 
from La Bruyere : 
A variable man has more than one 
nature ; he changes his nature with every 
new taste and manner ; at each moment he 
is what he was not, and will soon be 
what he never was.” 
If poverty is the mother of crime, 
ignorance must certainly be its father.” 
“ There are but three events in the ex­ 
istence of man—birth, life and death. Of 
the first he Í3 unconscious, the second he 
does not understand, and the last he has 
to suffer.” 
_ 
Most men employ one-half of their 
life to make the other miserable.” 
During that epoch theology and philoso­ 
phy met everywhere. Mme. de Sevigne 
mixed Jansenist dissertations with court 
gossip and intimate confidences. 
C The eighteenth century, departing en­ 
tirely from the preceding one in its general 
deas a- d in spirit, Eought still to draw 
near its literary forms. Voltaire, the chief 
figure of the eighteenth century, was also 
the greatest admirer of the reign of Louis 
XIV. He tried to rival with Racine in the 
resurrection of Grecian tragedy ; but with 
him motive and forms did not harmonize. 
While he sought to imitate the preceding 
style of writing, he became an innovator 
and reformer himself. His predecessors had 
taught him to write, but contemporaneous 
England taught him to think ; philosophy 
and free thought took possession of him ; 
he became a leader of a new school, and 
had numerous followers. For three-quar­ 
ters of a century he fought for the franchise 
of reason and the reform of errors. 
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WOULD HE WERE A BOY AGAIN. 


(L a raison est de l'homme ct 1c guide et l’appiue ;

(Reason is man’s guide and support; it is 
bom with him, it grows with him.) 
Fontenelle, Diderot and D’Alembert fol 
lowed his tracks ; philosophy became the 
ruling power. 
Materialism, into which 
the century was drifting, had its advocates 
against whom Voltaire sought, through 
reason, to defend his religion of nature, 
The latter found a more ardent champion 
Jean-Jacques Rousseau, so notorious 
through his passionate and extravagant 
style of writing. Among the turmoil of 
dissensions and literary disputes of that 
century two great figures escaping from it 
by the serene object of their studies were 
Montesquieu and Buffon. Each pictured 
with a grand eloquénee- the one, Man in 
social life ; the other, Animal in a state of 
nature. They occupy a high position both 
in literature and in science. 
In the latter part of the eighteenth 
century the principles of liberty and pro 
gress were ably defended. 
The press^ 
the tribune and pamphlets disseminated 
the ideas of Rousseau and Montesquieu 
oratory became a ruling fashion, and irom 
Mirabeau to Danton, from Dan ton to 
Robespierre the French language delighted 
in oratory joustB; yet poetry did not 
abdicate, ana sought with L. homer to use 
again to Grecian inspiration and return to 
its originality. 
The following sad and 
touching incident occurred in the life of 
this noble poet : During the French revo­ 
lution he was denounced to the revolution­ 
ary tribunal, innocently condemned to 
death and executed. While the guillotine 
was doing its bloody work, and while 
awaiting his turn, Chenier wrote this verse: 
Comme un dernier rayon, comme un dernier 
zephire 
Anime la fin d'un beau jour, 
_ 
Au pied de l’cchafaud j’easaj e encore ma lyre . 
peUt_ etre cst—ce bien tot mon tour. 
(As a laf-t sunbeam, as a last zephyr, 
Enlivens the close of beautiful day, 
I, waiting my doom at the foot of the scaffold, 
Tune my sweet lyre and sing this last lay.) 
. 
FRENCH SOCIABILITY, 
Giving to conversational talent a glos3 of 
refinement and extreme politeness, caused 
other nations to imitate and adopt French 
manners to such an extent that the I rench 
language became fashionable throughout 
Europe. 
In this nineteenth century a 
literary change has taken place which per­ 
vades and dominates the present epoch of 
French literature, that is, “ the romance. 
It began through the critical theories of 
Mme. de Stael, and gained strength under 
the influence of a new Christian literature, 
which the works of Chateaubriand oppose 
to the last efforts of an expiring classical art. 
The latter had lost its last support unde r the 
despotic military rule of the Empire. 
French literature languished under this re­ 
straint ; tragedy and ode were not encour­ 
aged ; heroic poetry resolved itself in mean 
court flattery and vulgar camp song; 
prose, history, politics and philosophy be- 
cam»silent and subjected to the control of 
censure. The restless spirit of 1 ranee 
looked abroad for literary nourishment; 
Shakespeare’s works were devoured with 
avidity ; Germany and other countries 
were ransacked for new excitement, 
when France found again two sources^ of 
poetical inspiration : the national spirit 
and religious feeling. De Lamartine in 
his verses followed De Chateaubriand in 
his prose; Beranger, the great patriotic 
songster, gave to his songs a variety, an 
enthusiasm and a patriotic interest which 
justify the popularity of his name. 
Eternite, neant, passe, sombres abimes, 
cue faitee-vous des jours que vous cntfloutiseez Í 
Parlez : nous rendrez vous ces extaees sublimes 
(t»ue vous nous ravi?uez ?—[De I«amartine. 
Gete sur cettc boule, 
Laid, chetif et souffrant; 
Etouffe dans la foule, 
Faute d’etre assez grand ; 
Une plainte touchante 
De ma bouche sortit; 
Le bon Dieu me d it: Chante, 
Chante, pauvre petit. - [De Beranger. 
And now appeared \ . Hugo as a repre* 
sentativeof the romantic school, and threw 
into the lyrical style an unexpected treas­ 
ure of forms ; he transformed ode into a 
delicious music—into a charmiug picture. 
A host of followers threw themselves in 
his wake. 
Gauthier, Deschamp, Sainte 
Beuve and Alfred De Musset exerted 
themselves in this new style. Romance, 
with Hugo, A. Dumas, De Vigny, and 
others, becamo triumphant at the play. 
Theological philosophy under the guidance 
of De Bonald, Lamenais, Montalembcrt 
and Lacordaire stirred up the religious 
world through its noisy eloquence, 
and modern light literature inaugu­ 
rated 
by H. 
De 
Balzac, 
Dumas, 
Eugene Sue, Georges Sand and many oth­ 
ers, has become the main attraction for the 
majority of the French people. Historic 
and literary criticism has also been divided 
among such distinguished men as Proud­ 
hon, Littré, Thiers, Michelet, Louis Blanc, 
Saint Mark Girardin, Guizot, Jules Janin, 
etc., producing the greatest literary activ­ 
ity ever seen in France.

DEAR CREATURES. 


James T. Fields, the distinguished liter­ 
ary gentleman who died recently, once 
Baid in one of his lectures, speaking of what 
he would do if he were a boy again : 
I think I would learn to use my left 
hand just as freely as my right one, so that 
if anything happened to lame either of 
them the other would be ready to write 
and “ handle things,” just as if nothing 
had occurred. There is no reason in the 
world why both hands should not be edu­ 
cated alike. A little practice would soon 
render one set of fingers just as expert as 
the other : and I have known people who 
never thought, when a thing was to be 
done,which particular hand ought to do it, 
but the hand nearest the object took hold 
of it and did the office desired. 
I would learn the art of using tools of 
various sorts. I think I would insist on 
learning some trade, even if I knew there 
would be no occasion to follow it when I 
grew up. What a pleasure it is in after 
life to be able to make something, as the 
saying is—to construct a neat box to hold 
one’s pen and paper; or a pretty cabinet 
for a sister’s library-; or to frame a favor­ 
ite engraving for a Christmas present to a 
dear kind mother. W hat a loss not to 
know how to mend a chair that refuses to 
stand up strong, only because it needs a 
few tacks and a bit of leather here and 
there? Some of us cannot even drive 
a nail straight; and should we attempt to 
saw off an obtrusive piece of wood, ten to 
one we should lose a finger iu the opera­ 
tion.It is a pleasant change from books and 
study to work an hour every day in a tool- 
shop ; and my friend, the learned and lov­ 
able Professor Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
finds such a comfort in “ mending things,’ 
when his active brain needs repose, that 
he sometimes breaks a piece of furniture 
on purpose that he may have the relief of 
putting it together again much better than 
it was before. He is as good a mechanic 
as he is a poet ; but there is nothing me­ 
chanical about his poetry, as you all know 
who hava read his delightful pieces. An 
English author of great repute said to me 
not long ago : “ Professor Holmes is writ­ 
ing the best English of our time.” And I 
could not help adding : “ Yes, and invent­ 
ing the best stereoscopes, too.” 
A boy ougnt also to be at home in a 
barn, and learn how to harness a horse, 
tinker np a wagon, feed the animals and do 
a hundred useful things, the experience of 
which may be of special service to him in 
after life as an explorer or traveler, when 
unlooked-for emergencies befall him. I 
have seen an ex-l’resident of the United 
States, when an old man, descend from his 
carriage and rearrange buckles and Btraps 
about his horses when an accident oc­ 
curred, while tho clumsy coachman stood 
by in a kind of helpless inactivity, not 
knowing the best thing to be done. The 
ex-l’resident told me he had learned about 
such matters on a farm in his boyhood, and 
he was never at a loss for remedies on the 
road when his carriages broke dowD. It' I 
were a boy again I would learn how to row 
a boat and handle a sail.

SETH GREEN’S SPIDER STORY. 
If you anchor a pole in a body of water 
and put a spider upon it he will exhibit 
marvelous intelligence by his plans to cs- 
cape. At first he will spin a web several 
inches long aüd hang to one end while he 
allows the other to float off in the wind, in 
the hope that it will strike some object. 
Of course this plan proves a failure ; but 
the spider is not discouraged. He waits 
until the wind changes, and then sends an­ 
other silken bridge floating off in another 
direction. Another failure is followed by 
several other similar attempts, until all the 
S 
fints of the compass have been tried, 
ut neither the resources nor the reason­ 
ing powers of the spider are ex­ 
hausted. He climbs to the top of the 
pole and energetically goes to work to 
construct a silken balloon. He has no hot 
air with which to inflate it, but he has the 
power of making it buoyant. When he 
gets his balloon finished he does not go off 
upon the mere supposition that it will 
carry him, as most of men do, but he 
fastens it to a guy rope, the other end of 
which he attaches to the island pole upon 
which he is a prisoner. He then gets into 
his aerial vehicle while it is made fast, and 
tests it to see whether its dimensions are 
capable of the work of bearing him away. 
He often finds that he has made it too 
small, in which case he hauls it down, 
takes it apart, and constructs it on a larger 
and better plan. A spider has been seen 
to make three different balloons before he 
became satisfied with his experiment. 
Then he will get in, snap the guy rope and 
sail away to land as gracefully and as 
supremely independent ot his surroundings 
as could well be imagined.

The English have laughed at us Ameri­ 
cans a good deal for our habitual use of 
long and grand soundiDg words, and we 
have, no doubt, deserved the laugh pretty 
well. Our fondness for pompous phrases 
is akin to our love of titles and a certain 
dashiness in dress which is noticeable in 
our women. When Prince Napoleon and 
the Princess Clotilde visited Boston, many 
ladies were scandalized by the simplicity 
of the Princess' attire on a certain public 
occasion, feeling it to be somewhat of an 
insult to our city. We remember that when 
a young man, who shall be nameless, 
made an announcement at an afternoon 
concert some years ago—an announcement 
referring to a change in the programme— 
his uustudied and colloquial diction was 
indignantly criticised by some persons 
preseut as being an unpardonable and pre­ 
meditated insult to the concert-giver. It 
is not our purpose now to guess at the rea­ 
sons for the love of fine language which 
distinguishes a large class of our fellow- 
countrymen. Suffice it to say that it has 
a deplorable influence upon our current 
literature, especially upon our drama. 
Take, for instance, Bronson Howard’s in 
many ways charming little comedy of 
“ Old Love Letters,” a play which 
ia almost epoch-marking in the an­ 
nals of the American stage. 
For 
witty dialogue, simplicity of scheme and 
general cleverness of construction, it can 
bear comparison with excellent French 
models. But the terribly stilted talk of 
the two lovers spoils it outright. These 
two people belong avowedly to the social 
stratum which is known a3 “ elegant soci­ 
ety,” but they talk like a second-rate 
newspaper. Fancy a high-bred woman 
saying that “ she continued to reside ill 
her father’s mansion,” and this, too, in fa­ 
miliar chit-chat. Milhncrsandwasherladies 
may reside in mansions, but elegant women 
.of the world usually live in houses. The 
present writer was met in the street some 
months ago by a decently-dressed woman, 
who asked him the way to a certain church ; 
on his saying that he was just going there 
himself, she replied that she had “ pre­ 
sumed that he was proceeding in that di­ 
rection.” An Englishwoman would have 
thought that he was going that way. What 
love of big words there may be in England 
does not showitself in general conversation, 
but almost exclusively in adveitisements. 
To be sure, London bootblacks do not dub 
themselves “ professors,” nor do penny 
shaving - shops go by the name of 
“ tonsorial palaces ;” but English inventors 
are rather fond ot giving high-sounding 
names to their inventions. The attempt 
to make the game of lawn tennis go by the 
name of “ speristike” was deservedly a 
failure, but we still hear of linoleum and 
pannits corium. 
True, the English often 
use Blang where we use splendid poly­ 
syllables in ordinary talk. 
We remem­ 
ber once discussing this very subject 
with a Londoner, and when, a few min­ 
utes afterwards, our conversation hap­ 
pened to turn to base ball, he laughingly 
said, “ There, now, here is a case in point. 
Yon say that the various clubs send dele­ 
gates to the national association to deliber­ 
ate upon the regulations, etc., etc.; I should 
probably have Baid that all the clubs 
sent off a parcel of beggars to meet and 
talk over rules.” Which of these two 
forms is preferable ia a matter of taste. 
After all, there is little use in criticis­ 
ing this tendency of ours to indulge our 
sense of sublimity with long words. 
We shall most likely continue to erect 
edifices in locations, and inaugurate 
musican seasons, until onr own sense of 
humor leads us to prefer to build houses in 
places and begin courses of concerts. Per­ 
haps Western editors and patent-medicine 
men are already doing all that can be done 
to awaken this sense of humor in us.— 
[Boston Transciipt.

A .great proportion of these 
dresses are to be in the style of the sixteenth 
century, and the portraits of Queen Olaude 
of France, of Maria de Medicis, and all the 
other noted beauties from Francis I. to 
Henry IV are to be laid under contribu­ 
tion. 
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Two prayer-books belonging to Marie 
Antoinette, and which were in the posses­ 
sion of Prince Louis Napoleon, have been 
presented by the ex-Empress to the Duke 
de la Rochefoncald-Bisaccia. The books 
were read by the Queen during her impris­ 
onment at the Conciergerie, and are filled 
i with her manuscript notes.

A Hartford dispatch to the New York 
Times says : Last winter a gentleman liv­ 
ing near Litcl field took his daughter, 16 
years of age, on a sleigh-ride. The day 
was cold, but very sunny. On their return 
the girl complained of her eyes. The trou­ 
ble grew worse, and finally the girl was 
kept in a dark room, and there remained 
with no ray of light until a few days ago, 
when she experienced a peculiar sensation, 
which she describes as follows : “ It seemed 
as if my eyes were running out, or part of 
them. Patting my hand up to my eyes I 
could feel something coming out over my 
lower eyelids, which I took hold of and 
palled oat. It gave me some pain to do 
so, but almost immediately my eyes felt 
better. Instead of a smarting sensation 
when I winked, they felt cool and natural, 
and it was a pleasure to wink them. Then 
came the thought : “ Why, my eyes are 
better, and I believe I could bear the 
light;’ which thought was so impressed 
upon my mind that I determined to try. 
Hesitatingly I opened the door, when to 
my great joy I found that I was able 
to bear the light as well as I ever 
could. 
The feeling that came over 
me at the moment that I found 
out that I could once more leave the dark, 
dismal room and see the glorious sunlight 
again was so overpowering that I gave one 
Bcream for joy and then fainted away.” 
Now comes the strangest part of the story. 
Six months ago the girl’s eyes were straight 
and natural ; now the girl is cross-eyed, 
but she pays no attention to that. She 
sees things just the same as she always 
did, but let her close her right eye and 
look out of only her left eye and she can 
see a distance of eight or ten miles, and 
distinguish things as well as an ordinary 
person can only sixty rods away. She is 
able to look clear to the lake, a distance of 
three and a half miles, and identify any one, 
describing their dress even. The distant 
hills are brought close to her, and she can 
sue the farmers getting in their hay, even 
counting the number of heaps, which in an 
air line are seven miles from her. To test 
her a field-glass was used, and her sight 
would far outreach any object that could 
be seen with the glass. If she closes her 
left eye and looks out of the right, then she 
cannot see anything except close te her, 
but that eye is a perfect microscope. She 
is able to distinguish things that the 
natural eye cannot see. 
The point 
of a 
needle 
looks aB blunt as a 
crowbar, and it is wonderful to hear her 
describe the beautiful colore of flies and 
other insects. To her the hairs on a per­ 
son’s head look as large as darning needles, 
and iu the finest piece of linen she can 
count the threads as easily as any one can 
count bean poles. The moment she opens 
both eyes they assume the cross-eyed ex­ 
pression or shape, and then she sees again 
as any other person. It is the intention of 
her father to take her tp New York at no 
distant day, to let some of the celebrated 
physicians see this wonderful phenomenon. 
The girl herself is a very bright, pretty 
girl, but very timid. 
THE LUMINOUS CASCADE. 
In an admirable series of articles by 
Lewis Wright, an “ Optics with the 
Lantern,” now appearing in The English 
Mechanic, this experiment illustrative of 
the total reflection of light is described: 
Get a two-necked glass receiver, about 
three and a half inches in diameter, with 
as large necks as possible, and in each 
neck fix ¡by corks glass tubes of similar 
size, as large as possible, not less than 
three-eighths of an inch clear bore, and 
one-half inch is better. Black-varnish all 
outside, except a circle three inches in 
diameter, opposite the nozzle meant to be 
horizontal, and adjust this close against 
and projecting into the lantern nozzle (the 
flange nozzle with the objective removed) 
on a wire tripod, filling with water first, 
and corking the tube in the horizontal noz­ 
zle till all is arranged. Several feet higher, 
fix some sort of supply tank (a bucket will 
do) with a bit of tube fixed by a cork in 
the bottom, and connect with the top noz­ 
zle by a flexible tube. Finally adjust the 
light at such distance from the condensers 
that the greatest possible amount is con­ 
centrated into the space occupied by the 
emission-nozzle. Hairing adjusted all this, 
and filled the tank, remove the cork from 
the nozzle and let the water stream out in 
a gentle curve into a bucket on the floor. 
The effect is beautiful, even on this small 
scale. The jet is like a stream of living 
fire ; and if you have colored glasses, and 
slip them alternately into the ordinary 
slide-stage of the lantern, you get blood- 
red, blue, or whatever color you desire. 
All this is owing to “ total reflection.” If 
the water did not issue, and the cork was 
replaced by a ground-glass stopper with 
flat, polished ends, the light from the 
lantern wonld be thrown horizontally iato 
the room. But it meets the stream of 
water on every side at much more than 
the anglejof total reflection, and so it can­ 
not get out, but is reflected from side to 
side all down the stream, making it brill­ 
iantly luminous by the small motes in the 
water. Put yonr hand in the jet and it is 
bathed in light—that light which cannot 
get out of the stream except where you 
thus break it up.

INHERITED DEFORMITIES. 
In an article in Nature on “ Inherit­ 
ance,” Mr. Darwin cites a carious case 
where even physical injuries in a parent 
were transmitted to the children for two 
generations. 
Mr. Darwin says : Mr. 
Bishop has given me a case of inheritance 
of a peculiarity which aro3e. as it appears, 
from an injury, accompanied by a diseased 
state of the part. TbiB latter fact seems 
to be an important element in all such 
cases. A gentleman, when a boy, had the 
skin of both thumbs badly cracked from 
exposure to cold, combined with some 
skin disease. His thumbs swelled greatly, 
and remained in this state for a long time. 
When they healed they were misshapen, 
and the nails ever afterward were singularly 
narrow, short and thick. This gentleman 
had four children, of whom the eldest, 
Sarah, had both her thumbs and nails like 
her father’s ; the third child, also a daugh­ 
ter, had one thumb similarly deformed. 
The two other children, a boy and a girl, 
were normal. The daughter, Sarah, had 
four children, of whom the eldest and the 
third, both daughters, had their two thumbs 
deformed ; the other two children, a boy 
and girl, were normal. The great-grand­ 
children of this gentleman were all 
normal. Mr. Bishop believe that the old 
gentleman was correct in attributing the 
state of his thumbs to cold aided by skin 
disease, as he positively asserted that 
his 
thumbs 
were 
not 
originally 
misshapen, and there was no record 
of any previous inherited tendency of the 
kind in his family. He had six brothers 
and siBters, who lived to have families, 
some of them very large families, and in 
none was there any trace of deformity in 
their thumbs. 
The Lancet gives an account of some 
curious studies by Dr. Dogiel as to the in­ 
fluence of music on the circulation of the 
blood. His conclusions are that there is 
such an influence, and that it sometimes 
raises and sometimes depresses the blood 
pressure — this influence being brought 
about by the reflex action of the excited 
auditory nerve upon the medulla oblongata. 
It is found that generally the heart beats 
faster, the automatic motor ganglia being 
stimulated ; strychnia increases the effect 
of music, while curare lessens it. The 
effects upon the circulation vary, as might 
be presumed with the pitch, loudness and 
tone of the music. 
The English language has never been 
equal to finding a word to express chic. 
The Americans have now kindly supplied 
the deficiency by giving us the word 
“ snappy." A dead-and-alive young man 
is said to have no “ snap,” whereas a band­ 
box turned-out young girl, with white 
teeth, coral lips, pink dimpled cheeks, 
sunny hair, and white, soft hands, is de­ 
scribed as “ a decidedly snappy maiden.”—

L a n g ru n e , August 14, 1SS1. 
Lmgrune ¡3 certainly the earthly heaven 
of children, They here reign supreme; 
they are the law-makers, and grown-up 
people are but their obedient subjects. 
Even were it not that they exercise a moral 
supremacy, they are sufficiently strong in 
numbers to carry the day, and it is easy 
to imagine how helpless was Gulliver in 
the hands of the Lilliputians, to judge from 
the activity and enterprise of these small 
inhabitants of Lmgrune. I f Eeems as 
though the French, who are not noted for 
their extensive families, delight in proving 
the fallacy of the saying by congregating 
their numerous children of sevens and 
nines and other odd numbers, and ac[ded 
to them are the twenty-two or so of the 
traditional English woman, that the mam­ 
mas and papas quite disappear in the midst 
of their little flocks. ¡Since their habits 
compel them to retire early, these young 
people have prohibited the establishment 
of casinos, kursaals or any evening 
amusements, whereas great encourage 
ment is given to circuses, exhibitions of 
mechanical dolls and other infantile enter­ 
tainments. They have already decided 
upon their future professions, and to judge 
by their pronounced avocations the country 
will hence bo flooded with civil engineers, 
for the construction of forts form their 
chief occupation, when it is not imaginary 
railroad tracks extending through tunnels 
and over mountains. The building of the 
forts is a well-organized proceeding, and is 
conducted by a leader who instructs the 
others in their work, and did the naval 
honor of the’nation depend on their exer­ 
tions they could not exhibit more earnest­ 
ness or more ardor. The high 1 ides which 
began this week gave them a good oppor­ 
tunity of proving the comparative ex­ 
cellence of their systems. 
TWO LARGE FORTS 
Were constructed, one by the French and 
one by the English, in which stones and 
varech was mingled with the sand. The 
French fort consisted of a solid point of 
considerable elevation, aud behind that a 
circular wall ; the English fort was built 
with a principal fort with very high walls, 
and ju3t in front a smaller fort, although 
extending over a greater space. On the 
highest point of one was placed the 
French flag, and from the ramparts of the 
other waved the Union Jack. As the tide 
came in encircling both forts party feoling 
grew very strong, and had there been in 
reality a naval battle no greater patriotism 
could have been manifested. At the same 
time the waves washed away a portion of 
the point belonging to the F'rench fort, 
they invaded the first English fort, when 
there was a great deal of hurrahing from 
the immense crowd collected on the beach, 
and when the water filled the F'rench fort, 
leaving the English intact, the young 
Britons waved their flag and their lists in 
the air, crying “ Victory !” amidst the ap­ 
plause of the multitude. 
The beach of 
Langrune, which was exceedingly pretty 
some years ago, is gradually losing 
its 
beauty, 
caused 
by 
numerous 
stone3 
and a quantity 
of gravel 
being deposited by the waves on the 
lower ground. It is this year eveu less at­ 
tractive than usual, owing to the quantity 
of varech which has been thickly deposited 
over the sand up to the very cabin 
doors. Fortunately this varech doe3 not 
long incumber the beach, for as soon 
as the tide commences to go out men 
in wagons come to gather it up and carry 
it to the fields, where it serves to enrich 
the land and take the place of manure. 
The principal point of interest at Langrune 
is the Place au Marche, in the center of 
which is a large stone bench. It is 011 this 
bench the fish for sale are placed, while all 
around stand the bidders, a singular crowd, 
composed of servants, the proprietors of 
the neighboring houses, the peasants, and 
so on, who are anxious to purchase, while 
their numbers arc augmented by a crowd 
of children and curious spectators. 
HIGH UP IN THE AIR 
Near this stone bench is hung a bell, whoso 
vibrations, heard a long distance off, suc­ 
ceed in deafening the ears of the hoarders 
of the two principal hotels, which face this 
square. The bell is ordinarily rung at 8 
o’clock in tlie morning and at 2 in the af­ 
ternoon, but the weather of late has been I 
bo capricious that the good fishermen have 
not been able to fish at thtir accustomed 
hours, and just as soon as one arrives with 
a basket of fish he wants the bell 
rung and the people collected, so 
that 
he 
may 
enter 
immediately 
into his profits ; and as the number 
engaged in that trade is not small, the bell 
is almost constantly rung, much to our 
grievance. Besides this bell, a bell is rung 
by both hotels for the different meals, one 
of the hotels ringing once again the num­ 
ber of times for the reason that two large 
Flnglish families are among their boarders, 
who live the fashion of their native coun­ 
try, and take their meals at different 
hours. Then there is the bell rung for the 
hostlers, consisting of three strokes at 
three different intervals, and as there are 
four hotels in all who delight in bell-ring­ 
ing, and aspire to out-ring each other, one, 
like the old woman with bells on her toes, 
has music wherever he goes. But the 
most interesting of the bells is one mysteri­ 
ous tap given to the lish bell late in the 
evening, when the beach and square are 
abandoned by the good people, who have 
retired to their couches, aud should you 
look ont from your window you would 
perceive one ghost after another arrive and 
cluster around the stone table; they pre­ 
sent a strange appearance in the half­ 
clouded moonlight, their white forms 
standing out against the grey sky, and you 
are seized with an awed sentiment of the 
spirits of drowned men coming together 
for some 
UNEARTHLY PURPOSE. 
And you would continue to be so impressed 
were it not that the ghosts sometimes 
speak with human voiceB, and one climbing 
upon the stone table will declaim very 
much like a stump speaker, in the midst of 
whose animated sentences may be heard 
the words, “ Republic!” "Liberty!” and 
so on. This nocturnal rendezvous is held 
by the different cooks throughout Lan- 
grunc, whether from the hotels or the sum­ 
mer residences of rich families. They 
come in their uniforms, which is composed 
of an entire white suit with the necessary 
white cap, and, leaving behind them the 
odor of stews and grease, collect to discuss 
the important questions of the day and 
the best methods of preserving the repub­ 
lic. The cooks throughout F’rance arc a 
well-organized society. They have their 
clubs, where the members enjoy many ad­ 
vantages, and, like a mutual aid society, 
look out for each other’s welfare with 
brotherly solicitude. They always meet 
with fraternal sympathy, and their reunions 
at LaDgrune are generally very quiet and 
unobtrusive, and it is only when one of 
their number instead of pouring the cognac 
in the sauce pours it down his own throat, 
that the sleeping inhabitants are awakened 
by loud expressions of patriotic sentiment. 
They are much imbued with their import­ 
ance, and it is customary to address them 
as “ Monsieur le Chef.” Along the beach, 
adjusted against the rather elevated Place 
au Marche, are cabins, some of them very 
highly finished with fine carving, and con­ 
taining in the interior mirrors set in the 
wood. The handsomest are rented for the 
season or month by families, who furnish 
them and fit them up according to their 
own tastes, and some of them present 
really an Oriental appearance with their 
luxurious divans and handsome easy chairs. 
These families, however, occupy them only 
when the weather íb inclement or it rains, 
the rest of the time they are seated on the 
digne in front of their door, in their cov­ 
ered basket chairs, or under their tents 
spread upon the beach. When the day is 
over, all chairs and camp stools, as well a3 
boy’s working tools, are locked up in the 
cabin and the key placed in the proprietor’s 
pocket. That which attracts the atten­ 
tion principally on descending the street 
leading to the beach is a large 
sign indicating that cold baths are

Georgia is to have a new million-dollar 


administered by Mr. - Meriel, the baig- 
neur-naguer, and underneath he is repre­ 
sented by his own portrait, standing to his 
waist in the midst of the waves, and, 
holding by a belt attached to her waist a 
young girl who is going through the 
prescribed movements of swimming. Thi3 
Meriel is quite a character, and, in fact, 
the important institution of the entire 
beach. He bathes all the little children, 
who, after clinging tight to his neck, have 
sufficient confidence in him to be held 
under the arms and allowed to float over 
the waves. Ha teaches both the women 
and children to swim, when the sea is 
sufficiently calm, and when the waves are 
high, carriei them into the surf, where he 
throws them high above the breakers, 
which sweep over his head without his 
ever losing his foothold. He seems to be 
endowed with marvelous powers of endur­ 
ance, for during these last two days, 
when few women dared venture into the 
surf, he has bathed stalwart men who could 
not stand alone, and in spite of the high 
winds and consequently extremely cold 
weather he constantly returned to the sea 
after seeking each new subject for a bath. 
The poor man’s haDds became transparent, 
and his face actually green, but lie seemed 
oblivious of all pain, since he possesses a 
rather pretty wife, who is lame and an in­ 
different helpmate, besides three young 
children. Some of the ladies, 
PITYING HIS SUFFERINGS, 
Occasionally gave him a giass of cognac to 
strengthen him for a new trial, for the 
force of the waves had fatigued each strong 
man who had bathed, and poor Mr. Meriel 
had to endure the same amount of fatigue 
some twenty times. His wife told me that 
he was so tired from his labors of the day 
that at night he could not close his eyes. 
It is a great wonder he does not become 
consumptive; for, whereas, he holds the 
persons he bathes in such a manner that 
they receive the waves on their back, he 
receives them square on his chest and in 
his eyes. 
He is a brave fellow, and very 
much liked ; all gentlemen on going by 
him give him a shake of the hand, ai d 
ladies all have a kind word for him. He 
has rented ground from the Commune, and 
at bis own expense erected these cabins, 
which he lets to the visitors ; he also fur­ 
nishes costumes to those who do not bring 
their own, and supplies all bathers with a 
small tub of hot water, to be used as a 
foot bath when coming out of the sea—a 
necessary ceremony, as prescribed by the 
best medical authority. 
One little cabin 
they use for themselves, which is divided 
into two compartments ; in one are hung 
the eostumta for rent, and is found the 
table on which is kept the account-bóok, 
aud in the other the hot water is heated 
for the foot bath, and the family meals 
cooked ; but, when the day’s labors are 
finished, they return to their little 
house in the village to Bleep, The whole 
family are exceedingly dark, like the ma­ 
jority of the peasants of this part of the 
country, so black in fact is their skiD, that 
it is easy to take them for mulattoes or na­ 
tives of some southern island. Opposite to 
this establishment is another kept by the 
widow Roussel, whose specialty is warm 
baths, for many persons of delicate health 
on coming to the coast begin by taking 
warm baths before confiding themselves to 
the waves ; she also rents cabins, but they 
are of less attractive appearance. She has 
a young son who bathes the children well in 
calm weather and teaches them to swim ; 
but when the sea is rough the poor fellow 
¡3 so often rolled under the waves with the 
little ones he has in charge that bis services 
are at that moment little demanded.

THY PROPERTY ROOM. 
A Sun reporter stumbled into a curioas- 
locking room, scattered around which were 
faded velvet and s.’lken costumes in such 
profusion and variety that one might sup­ 
pose all the Hamlets, Macbeths, Ophelias 
and Paulines had been selling their csst-off 
clothing to the little old man who, sitting 
in the midst in a chair that looked as 
though it had been handed down from the 
middle ages, rested his arm on a table of 
the Renaissance period. On another table 
were goblets and platters of gilded wood. 
Mirrors in gaudy frames, borders and 
chandeliers were suspended from the walls 
and ceilings, a skeleton stood in a little 
second-hand box office in one corner, and 
three or four skulls were grinning from a 
hanging shelf. Au old drop-curtain was 
rolled up on the floor, a row of footlights 
rested on the surbase, wings of ,a forest 
scene and a castle dungeon were leaning 
against the walls, and an old orchestral 
railing was used as a sort of office partition. 
Everything about the place had an old 
look, aud even the voice of the little old 
man who sat in the twilight gloom sounded 
old, worn out and second band, liko his 
stock in trade. 
“ I’ve been in this business about fifteen 
years,” he said ; “ but I’d had a good deal 
of experience in the theatrical line for some 
time before I started at this trade. I was 
a scene-shifter. It saved me a heap of 
trouble when I Legan here, for I’d got kind 
o’ familiar with the value of things, and I 
didn’t get stuck on prices like a greenhorn. 
Do you see them tilings around here? 
Why, there isn’t one o’ them I can’t get 
rid of at double the price I paid for it. 
There’s lots of people that want second­ 
hand theatrical goods. A good many buy 
or hire costumes of me for fancy dress 
balls and parties, and I have calls from 
amateurs who want to get an outfit for 
private theatricals. But my best business 
is done with the little strolling companies 
that go all over the country performing in 
villages and towns that are off the route of 
big troupes. Sometimes they’re only part 
of a circus or a variety show, but generally 
they're separate companies. Most of the 
time they’re on the road, and it isn’t often 
they get into town—rarely more than once 
or twice a year—but when they do, they 
want some traps, and as they don’t make 
much money they get ’em second-hand. 
Sometime?, when business is bad, they go 
to pieces, and then I buy up all their 
effects, so that often I get back things that 
1 sold years ago. Occasionally, if these 
troupes run across each other on the road 
they’ll buy or swap properties, and by the 
time the traps get back into my handB 
again they may have done servico in five 
or six companies. 
“ Now, I shouldn’t wonder.” lie contin­ 
ued, taking a yellow skull oft' the hanging 
ehelf, aud throwing himself into the appro­ 
priate attitude—“ I shouldn't wonder if a 
dozen or more Hamlets had said : ‘ Alas, 
poor Yorick,' over this here skull. Almost 
everybody, you know, thinks he can play 
Ilanilct, and now they tell me even women 
are getting the Hamlet craze. See that 
black costume there? That’s for Hamlet. 
That pea-green dress is for Ophelia when 
she’s mad. and that helmet there's for the 
ghost. When I lirst got it it looked like 
the helmet of a Prussian soldier, but I 
fixed it up, and now it’s quite the thing. 
The last ghost that had it liked it so much 
that ho bought it out and out himself, in­ 
stead of letting the company get it, and 
when the ghost died in earnest I got it 
back. I don’t think I’ll keep it long. Any 
ghost that has §3 in his pocket can have it. 
It’s a high pric , I know, for the ghost; 
for the ghost isn’t a very paying part. I 
guess Hamlet’s right when he says : ‘Alas, 
poor ghost!’ 
“ It’s queer how these little companies 
run into the line of tragedy. O? course 
they're not all tragedies like ‘Hamlet.’ 
But it’s curious that people care more for 
it than they rlo for all the blood-and-thun­ 
der plays, with the heavy villain 1 ursuing 
the spoony lovere. 1 haven’t got ranch 
lying around that docs for comedy. That’s 
because people to whom these companies 
play don’t care for comedy, or perhaps be­ 
cause the companies can’t play comedy. 
At any rate, it’s either the heavy business 
or variety properties they ask for. 
“ But these strolling companies avn’t the 
only people of whom I buy. Whenever 
there's an auction at a theater, hero or in 
the neighborhood, I attend it. Of course, 
competition there is much brisker than in 
the regular course of trade ; but sometimes 
I. make a tirst-rate bargain. Now, there's 
that drop-curtain (pointing tj the one 
rolled up on the floor), that didn't cost me 
more than §40, and it ought to fetch a 
couple of hundred. Then I can get chairs, 
and good ones, too, all the way from forty 
cents to §1, and sell them at a profit of at 
least fifty cents. I eais’t make so much on 
scenery. 
The scenes are generally too 
large for the amateurs, and too good for 
the strolling companies. 
If it’s a forest 
scene they want, they take the first they 
come across, no matter how faded it is, 
and set some sign-painter to work on it 
with a pot of green paint. If it’s a palace, 
they spill a little yellow or red, or other 
bright color, over it. Will you have a 
stage drink ?” the little old man went on, 
takiDg one of the gilded wooden goblets 
from the Renaissance table, “ or will you 
partake cf some wooden fowl, with a 
wooden fork, from a wooden plate ?” 
The reporter glanced at the skeleton in 
the box office. 
“ Now, that skeleton,” 
continued the dealer, following the glance, 
“ has a history. Sometimes you know the 
strolling companies go into the spectacular. 
Red and blue fire, waterfall and the like 
were the first requirements. Then a walk­ 
ing skeleton appeared in a New York spec­ 
tacle, and after that every spectacular 
show in the country had to have one. It’s 
easy enough to get a skeleton, you know, 
and when you’ve got him all you have to 
do is to tie some thin but strong cords to 
his joints and have somebody pull the 
cords from above. Then he’ll kick up his 
legs and throw around his arms. In one 
the Btrolliug companies they had a man 
who did nothing but attend to the walking 
skeleton. He took particular pride in hav­ 
ing the skeleton as lively as possible, so 
that after a while the walking skeleton of 
that company became famous. But the 
man became in time a pretty hard drinker. 
He lost his self-control more and more, and 
the walking skeleton's activity fell off. 
Finally the manager had to discharge the 
man. Bat he had become so attachtd to 
the skeleton that he used to hang around 
the company and beg permission to manage 
the cords. F’inally, while the troupe were 
traveling through the west, he got so bad 
that he had to be sect to a hospital, where 
he died. He had lived on the company’s 
charity ever since his discharge, and, being 
a pauper when he died, was claimed as a 
subject by some of the physicians. The 
manager, however, protested, but was fi­ 
nally satisfied by a promise that he should 
have the skeleton. He got the skeleton, 
and it remained the property of the troupe 
until the troupe broke up. Whenever the 
light was turned on and the birds of evil 
omen flapped their wings, that skeleton 
walked the stage over which in the flesh 
he had euidcd his predecessor.”

The author’s general conclusion is 
that the effect is not one due to direct in­ 
fluence of the electro magnetic light of 
aurora on scintillation itself, but to dis­ 
turbances (probably a cooling) which coin­ 
cide with the appearance of aurora in the 
upper regions ot the air, traversed by the 
star-rays.

IDENTIFYING PRECIOUS STONES. 


The Santa Barbara Presa has jnst got in 
place and at work a new steam-power press, 
the largest it claims in the State, outside 
of San Francisco and Sacramento, 


A witness in Court recently testified that 
there was at Tiffany’s a wax impression of 
a diamond alleged to have been stolen. A 
reporter of the Sun asked at Tiffany & Co.’s 
for information as to their methods of re­ 
cording aud identifying diamonds. 
II. 
J. Andrews, vho has charge of the 
diamond department, said that the state­ 
ment was erroneous. "W e do not take 
wax impressions of diamonds,” he said, 
“ except when we send an order abroad for 
a diamond of a special sha; e in order to 
match one we have. It would be very 
hard to describe all the facets of a diamond 
so that it could be matched exactly, but by 
taking a wax impression we can reproduce 
the exact size anil shape. Still, a wax im­ 
pression would give no idea of color or 
purity, and these characteristics mako all 
the difference in the world in the value of 
precious stones. A diamond as big as a 
little pea mav be worth §300, or it may be 
worth §3,000.” 
“ How, then, are you able to identify 
unset diamonds f 
Mr. Andrews took the reporter into a 
little glass-inclosed room, and taking some 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
diamonds out of a safe, placed them upon 
a table covered with black cloth. 
“ Here, now, is a diamond, ” he said, 
holding u p a flashing yellow crystal as big 
asa pigeon's egg, “ that is one of there- 
ma-kable diamonds of the world, and coul I 
be identified anywhere. It weighs 125 
carats and ¡3 worth §30,000. While yellow 
diamonds arc plentiful, yet there are few 
with a clear decided tint like tnis ; and it 
is peculiar in its cutting from the fact tlist 
it has two rows of facets from the girdle, 1 r 
largest circumference of the stone, to the 
table, a3 the flat top of the stoneis called. In 
the ordinary style of cutting a brilliant 
there is only one row of facets between 
girdle and table. 
Here is a diamond,” 
picking up a brilliant clear as a drop of 
dew and flashing with colors like a rain­ 
bow, “ that weighs only 2Í¡ carats, and is 
yet worth §1,500, from the fact that it is 
of purest water. A diamond as notable 
as this we could possibly identify from its 
characteristics. Here is another,” picking 
up a yellow stone, “ that weighs nearly as 
much, 2j’ carats, and yet worth only §275, 
because of its color. Yellow dianiouds are 
hard to identify by appeal anca because 
they are so plentiful. Diamonds come of 
all colors, pink, blue and brown being rare 
and worth much more than yellow. The 
pure white, free from stain or flaw, is the 
most valuable of all. Odd colors are so 
rare that they afford a ready means of 
identification. Here is a black diamond,” 
he said, holding up a large brilliant that 
oddly combined perfect transparency with 
blackish tint, “ that is one of the 
largest and best black diamonds in the 
world. It weighs five carats, and 
is worth §2.500. Now here,” picking up a 
beautiful diamond of a clear pink hue, “ is 
a great curiosity that we could readily 
identify anywhere. It weighs eight carats, 
less a sixteenth, and is worth §5,000. The 
color is a rare one, aud it is exquisitely 
pure. Here is another extraordinary dia­ 
mond.” He showed a large pear-shaped 
stone of a cinnamon color. “ That is an 
East India gem, and is very old. Al­ 
though it weighs seventeen carats, it is 
not worth as much as the smaller pink 
brilliant, on account of its color. Its 
value is §4,000. Such marked stones 
as I 
have 
shown 
you we could 
positively identify by their characteristics. 
Lilt there wonld be no means of identify­ 
ing such stones as these,” he sail, as he 
poured a handful of small diamonds on the 
table. They werenearlyallof off color and 
of small size.” 
“ How, then, do you avoid mistakes, and 
protect yourself against fraudulent claims 
when you take diamonds to set ?” 
“ lu the lirst-place, we will have nothing 
to do with paste, no matter what price 
might be offered us to set it. Nobody in 
the store is allowed to wear a ] aste gem, 
and if by mistake a paste brilliant is taken 
in at the repair counter, it is immediately 
sent back to the owner. That rarely hap­ 
pens. Some time ago, when we refused to 
reset a stone on the ground that it wa3 
paste, the owner was greatly surprised to 
hear that it was not genuine. The lady 
investigated the matter, and found that a 
dishonest servant had removed the dia­ 
mond and substituted a paste gem. She 
had never known the difference, although 
an expert does not hesitate a moment in 
pronouncing upon the genuineness of a 
atone. 
“ When a diamond is brought to us,” 
Mr. Andrews went on, “ it goes imme­ 
diately into the hands of an expert, who 
gives it microscopic scrutiny. It is 
weighed, any chip or flaw is noted, and all 
these facts are recorded, together with a 
little diagram indicating the location of the 
defects. Then it goes into the workman's 
hands. This enables us to bo cer­ 
tain 
that we are 
returning exact­ 
ly 
the 
same 
diamond 
that 
we 
take in. Not one 
diamond 
in a 
thousand is free from flaws, so that there 
are always identifying characteristics. 
People are frequently surprised to find 
their diamonds have defects, but it 
is often the case that the cutter will 
leave in a flaw that can be covered 
by the setting, as very frequently the cut­ 
ting out of a defect would Iobc a half carat 
or more of weight.” 
“ Will diamonds chip off ia wearing?” 
“ Very rarely. You may lay a diamond 
on an anvil and strike it with a hammer 
and it will not break. At the same time a 
diamond has a grain, and a blow that hap­ 
pens to strike it along the line of cleavage 
may clip it. Most of the defects in stones 
are natural. Perfect pearls are even rarer 
than perfect diamonds. I recollect that a 
dealer once brought to us a collection of 
pearls valued at §250,000, and there was 
only one absolutely perfect one in the lot. 
The rarity of perfect pearls makes us con­ 
sider this one of our most extraordinary 
pieces of jewelry.” 
He showed a pearl necklace, the pearls 
ranging in size from peas to filberts. They 
were all perfectly round, and some were 
iridescent. “ Those we call Orients,” he 
said, “ and they are extremely rare. Tlie 
necklace is worth §35,000.”—[N. Y. Sun. 
SUMMER IN NORWAY. 
In the Norway summer, one comes actu­ 
ally to yearn for a little Christian darkness 
to go to bed by : much as he may crave a 
stronger san by day, to keep him warm, 
he would like to have a reasonable night 
time for sleeping. At fir9t there is a stim­ 
ulus, and a weird sort of triumphant sense 
of outwitting nature, in finding one’s self 
able to read or to write by the sun’s light 
till nearly midnight of the clock. But 
presently it becomes clear that the out­ 
witting is on the other side. W hat avails 
it that there is light enough for one to 
write by at ten o’clock at night, if lie is 
tired out, does not want to write, and 
long3 for nothing but to go to sleep? If it 
were dark, and he longed to write, nothing 
would be easier than to light candles and 
write all night, if he chose and could pay 
for his candles. But neither money nor 
ingenuity can compass for him a normal 
darkness to sleep in. 
The Norwegian 
house is one-half window ; in their long 
winters they need all the sun they can get; 
not an outside blind, not an inside shutter, 
not a dark shade, to be seen ; streaming, 
flooding, radiating in and round about the 
rooms, comes the light, welcome or unwel­ 
come, early and late. And to the words 
“ early” and “ late” there are in a Nor­ 
way summer new meaniugs : the early 
light of the summer morning sets in about 
I alf-past two ; the late light of the s rm- 
mer evening fades into a luminous twilight 
about eleven. Enjoyment of this species 
of perpetual day soon comes to an end. 
After the traveler has written home to 
everybody once by broad daylight at ten 
o’clock, the fun of the thing is over ; nor­ 
mal sleepiness begins to hunger for its 
rights, and dissatisfaction takes the place 
of wonderiDg amusement. This dissatis­ 
faction reaches its climax in a few days; 
then, if he is wise, the traveler provides 
himself with several pieces of dark green 
cambric, which he pins up at his windo a s 
at bed-time, thereby makiDg it possible to 
get seven or eight hours’ rest for his tired 
eyes. But the green cambric will not shut 
out sounds ; and he is lucky if he is not 
kept awake until one or two o’clock every 
night by the unceasing tread and loud chat­ 
ter of the cheerful Norwegians, who have 
beeB forced to form the habit of sitting up 
half tbeir night-time, to get in the course 
of a year their full quota of day-time,

FORGOTTEN HIS OWN TESTIMONY. 


Mr. Owens, of the S in Jose M ercury, is 
n ot candid w ith him self or th e public 
w hen he says, concerning th e late prison 
inquiry : 
“ I t was evident from the lirst 
“ th at the W arden would be let dow n easy. 
“ H ad th e Commissioners seriously con- 
“ sidercd him on trial, they certainly never 
“ would have consented to e n jiy his ele­ 
" gant hospitality.” 
Now it is open to the 
uniuform td portion of the pres3 to attach 
some significance to this question of hos­ 
pitality. 
To draw inferences touching the 
motives or purposes of the Commissioners, 
from tho fact th a t on several occasions they 
took lunch in th e W arden’s house, will be 
pardonable in those ignorant of the atten d ­ 
an t circnm stances, bu t it is not permissible 
in M r. Owens, for reasons th a t should be 
m ade apparent to th e m eanest capacity. 
In th e first place M r. Oweus appeared as 
attorney for the prosecution, and y et he 
himself accepted the “ elegant hospitality ” 
of th e W arden. 
I t m ust have been evi­ 
dent from th e first th a t Mr. Owens in ­ 
tended to “ let the W arden dow n easy.” 
In th e next place M r. Owens know s th a t 
the W arden dispenses th e hospitality of 
the State under allowances provided by 
law. 
Mr. Owens also know s—and should 
not again furget it—th a t the ease against 
the W arden wa3 m ade by himself and his 
inform ants ; th a t all the tim e th e Commis­ 
sion could afford to give to th e case of the 
W arden was consum ed by Mr. Owens and 
his friends. 
These parties appeared before 
the Commission w ith a prepared case. 
They w ere aided by detectives and backed 
by a long list of witnesses. 
M onths had 
been 
consum ed 
m 
th e 
preparation 
of th e case by disaffected officers of th e 
prison. 
One of them adm itted th a t alm ost 
from the first m onth of his official relation 
w ith th e prison he had k ept a diary of 
eventB unfavorable to the W arden. 
The 
case against th e W arden was made wholly 
by M r. Owens and his inform ants. 
Every 
facility was afforded them for the prosecu­ 
tion of the case. 
If it failed it is not com­ 
petent for the prosecution to complain. 
Mr. Owens anti his inform ants made four­ 
teen specific allegations, and offered evi­ 
dence in support of only five of them . 
As to Mr. Ow ens’ own opinion of the 
stren g th of th e case m ade by him, we are 
not left in doubt. The official transcription 
of th e testim ony is available to clear up all 
controversies th a t may arise, and a few brief 
extracts will place Mr. Owens’ position for­ 
ever a t rest. 
For example, 
one of the 
charges m ade by M r. Owens was to the 
effect th a t the Commissary had built a 
yacht w orth 52,500 from lum ber and m a­ 
terials belonging to the State. W hen all the 
evidence upon this allegation was in, the 
Commission presented an agreed statem ent

to which Mr. Owens con­ 
sented, as follows :

To this Mr. Owens agreed. 
The entire 
sum in controversy am ounted to $11 50, 
and the m ethods of this transaction were 
du]y noted and condem ned in the report. 
A t length M r. Owens and his inform ants 
rested their case. 
A brief ex tract from the 
official transcription of testim ony given be­ 
low will show clearly w hat Mr. Owens 
thought of the strength of th e case made.

A .—It has not. 


(>.—In w hat pr iportir*n of c ise s has it fallen below 
y o u r expectation ? 
A.—W ell, nearly all, except perhaps the one ease 
w ith regard to the convict D enson. 
I th in k I have 
\ f n ’ly su sta in ed th a t p o in t. 
As to th e o th e r jo in ts , 
th e evidence has u o t been w hat I was led t s believe 
it would be. 
Q .—In s im e cises was th ere a to tal failuro on th e 
p a rto ? w itnesses to testify to w hat you had been 
led t-i W .: ve you could rely upon thom to Testify to ?

From this it is plain th a t Mr. < livens had 
been deceived ; th a t his inform ants had 
m isrepresented the strength of their case. 
M r. O teens, under oath, gave a verdict 
against his own case. 
B ut beyond all this 
Mr. Owens has intelligence enough to under­ 
stand, if he gives himself tim e to think, 
th a t th e strongest im peachm ent of 
Di­ 
rectors and W ardens is a successful im ­ 
peachm ent of the penal system established 


dental to the param ount issue. 
The ques­ 
tions w hich arose to the dignity of great 
public m om ent were adequately m et and 
discussed in the report. 
They are lost 
sight of only by those whose perverted 
tastes dem and the stim ulus of unsavory 
scandal. 
W e catch glimpses of th e higher 
comprehension of the question in the m ind 
of Mr. Owens, for he says :

T here is trouble betw een France and 
E ngland, and some— tho w ish being father 
to th e th o u g h t—have held th a t a w ar be­ 
tw een th e tw o nations is inevitable.

The m atter is ono capable 
of amicable adjustm ent, is being so set­ 
tled . 
The qu “-tion is one involving th e 
rig h t of G reat Britain to collect custom s 
duties on the so-called French coast of 
N ew foundland. 
The French fisherm en oc­ 
cupy th a t portion of tho island, and fish 
th ere unde - a treaty of ancient date. 
New 
custom s in the fisheries m ay dem and a re­ 
vision of th a t treaty , bu t th a t there will 
be w ar betw een the great nations over so 
trivial a m atter t o is r o t seem possible. 
W e have had far more serious issues w ith 
E ngland and on fishery questions, and, 
though q uite as pugnacious as she, we have 
n ot yet felt th a t w ar was the only resort.

W lien we see almost the entire crop of 
wheat ruined in G reat Britain by long- 
continued stormy and wet weather, setting in 
just at the beginning of harvest, thus at on:e 
depriving the husbandman of the fruits of 
an entire year’s labor and investments, and 
checking the prosperity of a whole people, 
it is hardly to be expected th at California 
farmers will not be led to a higher apprecia­ 
tion of th at peculiar feature of our climate 
th at gives them an absolute assurance of 
three or four months of rainless weather—of 
clear, bright days and equally clear and cool 
nights in which to cut and thrash and store 
or m arket all their crops, including wheat 
and all other grains, as well os hay and all 
classes of root or other products. 
A true 
Californian m ay well he excused for in­ 
dulging 
in 
a 
little enthusiasm over a 
climate th at gives him such a marked advan­ 
tage over British competitors for supplying 
the wheat m arkets of their own country. 
Though six thousand miles away, and the 
tropica to cross twice, and the H orn to 
double, we are more sure, when we begin our 
harvest, to put our wheat into tho Liverpool 
or London market, in good condition, than is 
the farmer within tw enty miles of either city. 
B ut does not this very feature of our climate 
place our agriculture under some grave dis­ 
advantages, as well 
as 
such 
im portant 
advantages ? 
W e, 
as 
a 
rule, 
have 
no rains from 
April 
to October, 
and 
very little 
from 
M arch 
to 
November. 
I t necessarily follows that, except in our low 
bottom lauds where the moisture is supplied 
from the rivers, summer crops are impossible, 
and a mixed agriculture and rotation of crops 
Í3 equally sc. 
This very feature of our cli­ 
mate, which gives us such great advantage in 
harvesting our wheat and other grain crops, 
restricts us to the production of the small 
graius on at least seven-tenths of the pro­ 
ductive lands of tho State. 
I t forces our 
farmers to stake not only a year’s, but a life’s 
labor upon a single crop. 
This crop failing, 
all fails, and we not only fail to get ahead, 
but necessarily fall behind. 
If we produce all 
wheat and nothing else, we have all eLe to buy, 
and nothicg to buy with. 
How many Cali­ 
fornia wheat farmers have had an actual 
experience of this situation? 
How many 
has this much-praised climate brought face 
to face with financial bankruptcy? Anothei 
d's id vantage we labor under from this pecu­ 
liar c lim a tic feature. 
I t f a c ilita te s harvest­ 
ing our crops, but ¡3 almost a bar to fertiliz­ 
ing the soil. 
Ilen cj has arisen and is main­ 
tained that peculiarly California practice of 
burning straw-stacks and stubbie. 
W e have 
a plenty of moisture aud a plenty of heat, 
but they come separately—one in the winter 
and the other in summer—and hence what 
we plow under or 
mix 
with 
the 
soil 
to fertilize it fails to ferm ent and decay, and 
hence does not fertilize the soil. 
A continu­ 
ance of the present mode of cultivation of 
the soil for wheat m ust therefore finally, and 
th at at no distant day, take all the wheat out 
of our soil, and hence th at which now is re­ 
garded as a great advantage to wheat-grow­ 
ing with us threatens to lead to ultim ate ruin 
in this particular. 
W e see still another seri­ 
ous disadvantage growing out of this climatic 
peculiarity. 
I t is, so 
far 
as 
the 
up­ 
lands—the 
grain 
laDds 
of California— 
are concerned, a positive 
bar 
to 
the 
division of 
land into small holdings for 
wheat-raising. 
No farm er with ICO acres cf 
land th at will produce nothing to advantage 
hut wheat or other small grains can compete 
with his neighbor who has 1,600 or 16,000 
acres of the same quality of land, in raising 
grain. 
No prudent farm er dare risk Lis 
financial standing or a livelihood for his fam ­ 
ily upon the chances of the profits on a crop 
of wheat on a 160 acre farm —even if he 
makes a good crop—with no other resource, 
for the profits from a crop of th at size 
will not carry him through the year. 
To 
compete with English and other wheat-grow­ 
ing countries for the wheat m arkets of the 
world, we are compelled to reduce the co.st 
of wheat-growing to the very lowest possible 
figure, and this can only be done by availing 
ourselves of all the labor-saving machinery 
known in this departm ent of farming, as well 
as of all other advantages which a large 
wheat-grower has over a small one. 
T hat 
peculiarity of climate, which we point to 
with 
so 
much 
pride 
as 
giviDg 
us 
so much 
advantage 
over 
the 
wheat- 
growers 
of 
other countries 
subject to 
wet weather in harvest time, is therefore of 
doubtful advantage when traced to its certain 
ultim ate effect upon the country, even for 
wheat growing, and is a bar to the success of 
a mixed agriculture, which alone can place a 
State upon a sound agricultural basis. 
W ith 
lar. e farms, devoted to the single pursuit of 
wheat growing, we can never expect a large 
population. Such agricultural conditions will 
sustain but a sparse population. 
W ithout a 
large population we can never have home 
m aiktts or a m anufacturing country. 
The 
eastern half of our country is suffering with a 
long-continued and destruc'ive drought that 
is almost as injurious in its effects upon the 
agriculture of the country as the continued 
wet weather in G reat B ritain is to the agri­ 
culture of that country. 
Wo may rejoice 
th at we are free also from the effects of such 
a drought. 
B ut while ive are free from the 
effects of the drought, we are at this time in 
the midst of 
a 
drought, the beginning 
of 
which 
antedates 
the 
beginning 
of 
the drought 
in 
the 
E ast by 
months. 
W e have had no ralus here since M arch of 
any account, and yet we seem not to be suf­ 
fering from any unusual lack of moisture— 
we have a drought at least equal to the pres­ 
ent every summer. 
W e have a country 
subject to these droughts, and have adapted 
ourselves to it, and hence we do not Buffer 
its effects. 
B ut suppose we had the vast 
plaius of this State th at are new devoted to 
wheat-growing exclusively, with fields of from 
1,000 to 10,000 and 1*0,000 aerea under a 
single ownership and 
management, 
cut 
up into farms of from fifty to one hundred 
acres each, with an owner or family on each ; 
and suppose each one of these farmers had 
last spring planted a few acres of corn, a few 
of potatoes, a few of beans, a few of flax, 
and had had a few acres planted to an 
orchard, and a few iu natural pasture, with 
a few cows, a few sheep aud swine dependent 
on the natural grass to grow thereon. 
Supr 
pose the conditions of our agriculture had 
been similar to the conditions of the agri­ 
culture of 
the Eastern drought-suffering 
country, would we not also have suffered 
even worse than they are suffering ? After 
our wheat is cut—we care not how dry the 
weather—the drought can do no injury to 
the dry stubble ; and we have taken good 
care to {.last fur summer crops our corn, po­ 
tatoes and vegetables on the the moist river 
bottoms where there isa plenty and sometimes 
too much moisture. O urdairiesand stockgrow- 
ing farms are also on the moist lands, and 
hence we suffer comparatively but little from 
the greater droughts w e have every year. 
The tru th is, therefore, th at w hile our rain­ 


less summers give U3 great advantage over 
the English farmers in securing our vast 
wheat harvests, and while the peculiar con­ 
dition and distribution of our agricultural 
enterprises exempt us from such disastrous 
effects of a drought—as our Eastern brethren 
are suffering at this time—our much-prai»ed 
climate 
S3 
a 
perpetual 
bar 
to 
an 
agriculture 
th at 
brings 
the 
greatest 
good—a dense population of highly prosper­ 
ous and highly civilized people. 
All we lack, however, to make our’s the 
most prosperous and richest State in the 
world is water w ithout the rains. 
We want 
no change of clim ate; we w ant the m e of 
and control of the waters that fall annually 
on the w ater sheds above us. 
The two rich­ 
est agricultural countries in the world are 
Lombardy 
and 
Holland, 
and 
both 
these countries owe 
their great wealth 
and 
prosperity 
to 
tho 
fact 
th at the 
people 
have 
brought a 
rich soil and 
w ater together in such a manner th at they 
can control them —that they can prevent too 
great moisture th at is ruining the English 
agriculture, or too long a drought th at is ruin­ 
ing the farmers of the eastern side of this 
continent a t this time. 
Give the people of 
California the control of the waters of the 
Sacram ento and its tributaries, of the San 
Joaquin and its 
tributaries, and of the 
other numerous 
rivers 
in 
other 
direc­ 
tions of the State, 
for irrigation, 
and 
in tw enty years the lands of the State would 
be w orth a thousand times if not ten thou­ 
sand tim es their present value and the agri­ 
culture of California would be the richest and 
most varied the world has ever seen. 
Then 
th at peculiarity of climate which is at once 
our boast and a bar to a dense population of 
a highly prosperous and a highly civilized peo­ 
ple, would be one of the principal factors to 
that prosperity and civilization. 
W e want 
irrigation in the northern as well as the 
southern end 
of 
the 
State. 
W ith ir­ 
rigation 
we 
cannot 
have large farms 
and a sparse population, but m ust have 
small farms and a thickly-settled country—a 
country in which not only agriculture, but 
all the mechanical and m anufacturing indus­ 
tries will be introduced, aud will prosper, 
each living and prospering on and virtually 
assisting the other. 


THE SUPERSTITIONS OF A GREAT MAN. 


The personality of the 1‘resident has 
been an object of such prom inence in the 
public m ind of late th a t nothing relating 
to him is devoid of interest. 
A recent 
publication in an E astern journal has in­ 
troduced to public notice a m ental charac­ 
teristic of peculiar interest. 
I t is stated 
by M r. H enry, M arshal of the D istrict of 
Columbia, an intim ate personal friend of 
the President, th a t the la tte r entertains a 
superstitious regard for num bers and dates. 
M r. H enry is quoted as saying : “ General 
“ Garfield has alw ays had an idea th a t he 
11 knew exactly how long he was going to 
“ live. 
H e used to say th a t there w^s 
“ som ething iu him which told him things 
“ of th a t kind, and they alw ays proved cor- 
“ rect. 
W hen I first knew Garfield, which 
“ wa3 while he was at H iram College, he 
“ used to say th a t he wasgoiDg to die at the 
“ age th a t his father died. T h atis, 33. He 
“ used to resort to all sorts of argum ents to 
“ support his theory, b u t when 33 had come 
“ around and found him still living, of course 
“ he had to give th a t up. 
W ell, soon after 
“ th a t the w ar broke out and Garfield en- 
“ listed. ‘ I know th a t I shall never return 
“ ‘ from the w ar alive,’ he said. ‘I may not 
“ * be shot, b ut if not I w ill die. I will not 
“ 1 outlive it.’ He was made com m ander of 
“ the Forty-second Ohio volunteers, and 
“ though he was never w ounded I think he 
“ had more m iraculous escapes than any m an 
“ th a t I ever saw. 
He had bullets through 
“ his hats and bullets through his clothing, 
“ b u t he was not shot. 
H e then became 
“ convinced th a t he would die a t 42. 
He 
“ knew th a t was w hat the num ber of the 
“ regim ent m eant. 
He would go to a 
“ hotel, and if tho num ber of his room 
“ uhancedto be 42, or any product or mul- 
“ tiple of 42, he would sa y : ‘ There, do 
“ ‘you see th a t num ber ? 
I tell you it 
“ ‘ m eans m e.’ 
Of course 
bis friends 
“ would plague him a great deal about 
“ this, and accuse him of being super- 
“ stitious, b u t he clung to his belief. 
If 
“ the num ber of th e house he was stop­ 
p i n g a t was 42, and he knew it, he would 
“ be uneasy ; or if it was 84 or 21 it would 
“ be all the same. 
H e would m ultiply or 
“ divide to suit the case, and find his 42. 
“ W e were riding together on a railroad 
“ train once, and our car chanced to stop 
“ opposite to a freight car num bered 1427. 
“ ‘T h ere,’ he would say, ‘ do you see my 
“ ‘ num ber ?’ 
• No, no ; where ?’ 
‘ W hy, 
“ ‘ betw een th a t 
1 
and 7 !' 
Then 
he 
" g o t to be 49. 
I know th a t to this 
“ day G eneral G arfield looks upon 
49 
“ as his unlucky num ber.’ ” 
T he existence of this vein of im aginative 
superstition in the m ind of th e President 
has long since been suspected. 
Shortly 
after his election a reporter called upon 
him at his home in M entor, and subse­ 
quently published an account of his inter 
view. 
H e asked General G arfield if he 
had heard th a t an eagle had alighted upon 
his house in W ashington a t th e precise 
m om ent in which his nom ination was de­ 
clared in the Chicago Convention. 
The 
G eneral replied th a t he had heard of the 
incident, and th a t he had him self by in­ 
quiry verified tho story, aud th a t by due 
com putations, w hich allowed for difference 
of longitude, the nom ination and the perch­ 
ing of th e eagle were synchronous. Tho rea­ 


son and intellect if the clear, cool, healthy 


m ind rejects all such chim eras and halluci­ 
nations w ith justifiable contem pt, and rea­ 
son and intelligence are right. 
R egard for 
signs, omens, prem onitions, lucky and u n ­ 
lucky days, the 
m ystic 
significance of 
num bers w ith the esoteric significance of 
dreams, 
aro the adum brations of rudi­ 
m entary w itchcraft, sorcery and magic. 
I t 
does not follow, however, th a t all who are 
haunted by theeo faint rem nants of h ered ­ 
itary superstitions are intellectually weak 
or foolish. 
G reat intellects, like th a t of 
John S tu a rt M ill, may secure a total em an­ 
cipation from them , bu t it is a t the sacri­ 
fice of every attrib u te of poetic feeling or 
elastic imagination. Im agination is the an- 
riola of the intellect. 
I t casts a tw ilight 
into the region of the unknow n, 
and 
through its shadowy vagueness catches fugi­ 
tive glim pses of things unreal. T he blending 
zone betw een the know n and th e unknow ­ 
able 
has 
alw ays been 
th e 
debatable 
ground betw een reason and superstition, 
the conflict line 
betw een 
science and 
sorcery. 
There is b u t little distinction 
betw een superstition and sentim ent, and 
som ething of the form er m ay bs suspected 
in all m m ds strongly im bued w ith the lat­ 
ter. 
G eneral G arfield’s m ind presents a 
strong com bination of reasoning and imag­ 
inative faculties. 
H is pow er of 
clear, 
forcible, logical deduction is not surpassed 
by the coldest intellect, bu t his m ost 
argum entative reasonings are alw ays set 
in an underglow of poetic fervor and 
tin ted w ith the w arm th of imagination. 
In all his forensic efforts argum ents appear 
to have wings aud to fly rath er th an forge 
ahead by less poetic progress. 
Beyond 
th is th e entertainm ent of absurdities of 
m any kinds is not to be taken as an indi­ 
cation of m ental foebleness in all other re­ 
gards. 
Sentim ent and reason are inde­ 
pendent circles in the m ind w hich nowhere 
intersect. 
Religions appear in endless va­ 


riation, each to th e other absurdly unrea­ 
sonable. 
And y et the m athem atical faculty 
of men is not affected by the creed con­ 
sented to by th e sentim ents. 
If Euclid 
lived to-day, and still entertained his gen­ 
eral ideas, he would no doubt recom ­ 
m end 
th e 
anointing of 
th e pistol of 
G uiteau as a means of curing th e 1 resi­ 
dent, ju st as in his 
tim e 
th e 
spear 
was treated to cure th e w ound it had in ­ 
flicted. 
A M ormon m ay acquire the high­ 
est education, and rank th e best scholastic 
ability, and still believe th a t Jo. Sm ith 
found th e graven plates and translated 
them through th e D ivinely appointed in­ 
terpreting power of the “ uriin and thum - 
m im .” 
The M ohammedan may m aster the 
science of astronom y, solve the m ost ab­ 
struse problem of m athem atics, command 
armies and rule empires, aud still w ear 
am ulets composed of tex ts from the K oran, 
to avert death by lightning or cure the 
gout. 
Dr. M iller, who w ith his followers 
stood clothed in ascension robes aw aiting 
a coming w hich never came, was one of the 
ripest scholars of his tim e. 
T he guesses of 
men concerning th e will of th e unseen 
powers tow ard them ; beliefs in fa te s ; 
omens of destiny, w ith all a tten d an t and 
kindred things, belong to the realm of 
superstition. 
A ll supernaturalism s belong 
to th e night of the m ind—they are the 
dream s of sleeping reason ; b u t th e reason 
may be strong, clear and unclouded in its 
m ornings of aw akening, notw ithstanding 
th e lingering superstition in the obscure 
recesses of the mind. 


WHO 
IS 
OSCAR 
WILDE ? 


England is in the delirium of the esthetic 
fever. 
I t ha3 not to a dangerously m arked 
degree been apparent in this country, 
though there aro signs of its increasing 
tem perature even here. 
But in Englaud 
it is a raging fever, a feticism , and has 
there one chief and grand high priest, 
whose mission is to elevate this w orship to 
its loftiest standard. 
H e is the second son of the late Sir IVm, 
W ilde of D ublin, and his nam e is Oscar. 
H is father was a distinguished oculist 
and devoted archieologist; an antiquarian 
widely known as such in his own country. 
B ut lie was a w ild fellow in fact as in 
name, eccentric in personal m anner and 
appearance, 
rakish in 
habit, 
and 
bad 
enough of scandal attached to him con­ 
cerning women to m ake him famous in 
society. 
Ilia wife, a beautiful and talented 
woman, w rote volumes of poetry and fic­ 
tion. 
Of such a pair was born Oscar, who 
has attained to th e title “ The A postle of 
the E sthetes.” 
Now, w hat is it th a t he 
advocates, and w hy is it th a t his name is 
in all m ouths in England, and th a t the 
sentim ental and floridly artistic people of 
America are reading and sighing over every 
line th at flows from his pen ? 
In the first place, Oscar wears his hair 
a t great length, aud it sweeps a broad and 
furred collar th a t well-dressed men cannot 
afford to wear. 
These speak doubtless of 
the poetry and rom ance of his m other and 
th e eccentricity of his father. 
In th e next 
place, though not y et 30, he has taken 
w arning by th e follies of his sire, and is 
reasonably correct, which so surprises the 
aristocracy th a t they are lost in adm iration 
a t his exceptionally virtuous 
example. 
In the next place he has real talent, is a 
good classical scholar, was a close student 
a t T rinity and Enniskillen, and has been 
successful w ithout being brilliant as a 
w riter in London papers. 
H e is of a 
poetical tem peram ent, and won the New- 
degate prize for English verse. 
B ut he 
has a creed, w herein his w eakness resides, 
aud it is expressed in one word, esthetic. 
The esthetic has its place, b u t too much 
of it is like too much w ater in soup, and 
W ilde is an exponent of too much w ater. 
T h at the people should be cultivated to 
higher and b etter views of a rt ; should be 
brought into closer comm union w ith the 
beautiful in nature and a rt and to a clearer 
appreciation of the best there is iu both, is 
desirable ; bu t it is better th a t they should 
know nothing of either than to grow m aud­ 
lin over it. 
W ilde aud his followers w or­ 
ship the old ; the ancient is th e idol of the 
esthetes ; the m odern is to them an of­ 
fense ; they seek for the beautiful in th a t 
longing, m ystical and m ysterious w ay th a t 
results in nothing and leaves the searcher 
wholly unsatisfied. 
They live upon hopes, 
aspirations and desires, and dw ell upon the 
border land of a realm n o t to be approached 
by common m ortals. 
They talk of art 
w ith a w ealth of language, aud a famine of 
thought. 
They are of those who are filled 
w ith “ searchings after the infinite, longings 
“ after the unfathom able, b u t who regard it 
“ as vulgar to pay th eir d ebts.” They go into 
raptures over an ancient vase, a quaint bit 
of table ware, or the harsh and angular 
outlines of Japanese tracery, bu t are blind 
to the beauty and w orth th a t reside in the 
m aster strokes of 
the strong arm of the 
m arine engine, or the wondrous grandeur 
of the modern tripham m er, which may 
graze a feather or fashion a rail to bear tho 
w heels of commerce. 
Oscar W ilde and his followers bend in 
esthetic rapture over a hum an and heathen 
production w hich to them it would be pro­ 


fane to criticise in language th a t th e aver­ 
age people of the age can understand, and 
concerning w hich their critics w auder away 
iu tho mazy m ists of expression th a t is 
a pitiful groping in the dark for som ething 
— they kr.ow not w hat. 
They are the 
“ too too,” tho u tte rly “ too too,” the 
“ very very ” kind of people, who dream 
over the impossible, and arc altogether 
too 
fragilo for 
strong 
thoughts, 
vig­ 
orous 
ideas 
and 
hearty 
expression. 
Of 
this 
class 
of 
people 
are 
the 
young men whose locks polish th eir coat- 
collars, and m aidens whose w aists approach 
th eir arm -pits in th e effort to appear artis­ 
tic. 
Of this class of people are those who 
cannot find in homely English a fit medium 
for the expression of th eir thoughts. 
Of 
th is class of beings are those who are ever 
searching for the beautiful, b u t who never 
find i t ; 
who have th eir eyes set so far 
above th e common things of life th a t they 
stum ble over the desirable realities and 
necessities of the present. 
A nd of these Oscar W ilde is one of the 
leaders ; indeed, the head and front. 
In 
such as he, and those of his school, the 
esthetic taste is perverted, th e true love 
of a rt profaned and the aspirations for the 
beautiful reduced to sickly sentim entality. 
T he teachings of his school have invaded 
the household, and tu rn ed th e dom estic 
hearth 
into 
a 
curiosity 
s h o p ; 
have 
driven out in m any cases the cultured 
taste 
for 
adornm ent, 
and 
substituted 
an 
abnorm al 
desire 
for 
tho 
strange 
and fanciful. 
A ud so th e esthetic have 
come 
to 
be 
real 
stum bling-blocks 
to a rt progress, and a recent critical jour­ 
nal, The Hour, is led to question w hether 
this, th eir ohief apostle, is m ost knave or 
m ost fool, “ for if he does not believe in 
the tenets of his creed he m ust be a 
“ knave, and if he does, people of healthy 
“ m inds and bodies can scarcely under- 
“ stand a strong or strapping young man 
“ lusciously lunching upon a lank, lean 
“ lily, or finding his greatest delight in the 
contem plation of a ten-m ark teap o t.” 


W e would not bo understood as depre­ 


cating th e taste w hich searches all th e 
w orld for th e best, and plucks from the 
past all th a t is pure and beautiful and 
g o o d ; all th a t will adorn, beautify aud 
elevate ; b u t we do condem n the perverted 
taste th a t ju st now seems to bo th e chief 
one esthetes possess, 
w hich finds only 
beauty' in the old, only grace iu the an­ 
cient, only tru e a rt iu th e w ork of departed 
ages ; only the grand in th e decayed past, 
only th e best in th e accom plishm ents of 
th e dead and gene m a ste rs: and we do 
hold th a t th e present has quite as m uch in 
it to excite th e love for th e beautiful, to 
elevate the t istes, to refine th e sentim ents, 
to enoble th e character, to quicken the 
im agination, and to m ake it, to the earnest 
lover of the tru e aad good, an age of 
beauty, grace and w oudrous accom plish­ 
m ent. 


TEE FREEPORT LEVEE AND THE QUES­ 
TION 
OF 
DRAINAGE. 


Should th e Suprem e C ourt sustain the 
constitutionality of the D rainage A ct, the 
D rainage 
Commissioners 
have declared 
th eir intention of enlarging and repairing 
the levee to Freeport. 
The line of th a t 
levee is located in accordance w ith the gen­ 
eral plans for correcting and m aintaining 
the channel of tho Sacram ento river. 
I t 
is, therefore, in accord w ith economy to 
preserve th a t line already b u ilt by raising 
and strengthening it. 
Should th a t m eas­ 
ure fail we have reason to believe th a t the 
city of Sacram ento will not again extend 
aid to th a t w ork. 
T he R e c o h d - U n io x 
has 
alw ays 
been 
an 
advocate 
of 
m aintaining 
th a t 
defense 
against 
floods from 
th e south, 
and 
does not 
now see any reason for changing its opinion 
as to th e wisdom of such a course. 
I t is, 
however, becoming plain to everyone th at 
nothing will be done to strengthen th e 
Freeport levee unless th e Drainage Com ­ 
missioners do it, and it is therefore the part 
of wisdom on the part of th e city to pre­ 
pare a t once for all the contingencies which 
m ay arise. 
In th e first place, th e Y -street 
levee should be strengthened and raised. 
In the second place, the preparations for 
pum ping should be m ade before th e rains 
set 
in. 
Sufficient 
buildings 
should 
be 
erected 
and 
pum ps 
am i 
en 
gine 
should 
bo 
set 
up. 
The 
diversion of Burns slough from its form er 
course through th e city will reduce the 
volume of svater to be handled by the 
pum ps a t least tivo-thirds. 
If the pum ps 
are ready and are set to w ork before w ater 
accum ulates iu th e lower portion of tho city, 
its rise can be controlled easily aud from 
the first, so th a t th e city cau be kept dry 
and no p art of it suffer any inconvenience 
from i nil mbit ion. 
H eretofore nothing has 
been 
done 
before 
some 
fifty 
blocks 
had 
been 
subm erged 
by 
surface 
w ater, 
aud 
then 
in 
m ud 
aud 
rain pum ps and engines had to be set, 
fuel hauled, and after preparations requir­ 
ing a week or tw o to com plete them the 
w ater has been reduced by an inch or tw o 
a clay. 
T his year let us be ready to begin 
w ith th e first note of w arning and be m as­ 
ters of the situation from th e first. 
The 
property in the southern portion of the 
city is entitled to a perfect protection from 
inundation. 
H eretofore th e city has con­ 
tented itself by keeping down the w ater 
after it had inflicted untold injury. 
The 
F reeport line is being practically aban, 
doned by th e 
property-ovners in 
the 
country below. 
The season is now so far 
advanced as to render it highly im proba­ 
ble th a t anything will be done this year. 
The entire situation is th e equivalent cf 
due notice to the city of Sacram ento th a t 
th e lower district will again bo flooded. 
The attention of th e C ity Trustees, and of 
the public generally, is called to the situ a­ 
tion. 
The rise of w ater in the lower part 
of tho city can be prevented altogether if 
preparations are made now. 
T he interests 
involved dem and this wise precaution. 
The value of tho property to be destroyed 
and the rights of the citizens injured, are 
w orthy of this insurance. Thi3 appeal is a d ­ 
dressed especially to th e people livm g in 
the southern lim its of the city. 
If they will 
join together in an urg en t dem and for the 
adequate protection to w hich they are en­ 
titled, arrangem ents will be m ade to avert 
disaster. 
If they are indifferent tho old 
story will be repeated. 
Pum ps will not be 
set to w ork until after the damage is done. 
T h at p art of th e city can be k ept dry from 
the first w ith ju st as little cost as will be 
required to keep th e flood dow n when once 
it has arisen. 
T he point is to prevent its 
rising a t all. 
I t is little w orth while to 
discuss now w hat ought to have been 
done. 
To 
say 
th a t 
th e 
city 
ought 
to 
have 
extended 
aid 
to 
D istrict 
No. 1 ; th a t the people of th a t district 
ought to have rebuilt th eir own lev ees; 
th a t the work ought to have commenced 
sooner, does not m eet the argum ents of the 
case. 
The fact rem ains th a t w liat -ought 
to have been done has not been done, and 
will not be done. 
The practical question 
is to be prepared for the emergency, and, 
from th e very first, keep th e w ater down. 
This can be done, and th e C ity Trustees 
will subserve the best interests of the whole 
people by preparing for the w orst now.

W ell, he m ay ; bu t ho will not 
enjoy the oonfidence of his fellow-Directors 
or th e public. 
M r. Everson’s m ethod of 
creating claims for mileage was on a very 
low plane of official m iseonduet. 
O ther 
m em bers of th e D irectory have professed 
personal indignation a t the “ irreg u larity .'' 
If th ey consent to rem ain associated w ith 
him , th ey are sim ply no b etter than he, 
and th eir 
pretended disapprobation will 
sim ply prove th eir insincerity. Tho friends 
of prison reform have hoped th a t tho pro­ 
visions of th e new C onstitution w ould be 
carried out in good faith, and th a t prison 
m anagem ent w ould not be subjected to 
change w ith every» political m utation. The 
real test will be reached by a change of 
political parties. 
Should the Dem ocrats 
carry th e S tate n ext y ear they could not 
be charged w ith auy im propriety for re ­ 
moving the entire Board of D irectors. 
In 
fact, no p arty prom ising to retain them 
could carry th e .State. 
T he adm inistra­ 
tion of Governor Perkins is th e Iir3t execu­ 
tive term under the new C onstitution. 
Ifis solemn pledge to the com m onw ealth was 
th a t he would enforce all its provisions iu 
good faith. 
T his pledge was required of 
him because ha h a l opposed tho new o r­ 
ganic law and because it tyas possible for 


the Executive to w ork the defeat of the 
instrum ent by th e m odifying intlucnce cf 
adm inistration. 
The provisions of the 
new C onstitution concerning th e prisons 
of th e S tate 
have 
been 
grossly

aud defiantly disregarded. 
The

position 
of

of 
S tate Prisons has been converted, by the 
m ost sham eless subversion of the provisions 
of th e C onstitution, into the best paid 
position under tho

governm ent. 
Political powers w ithheld from th e D i­ 
rectors have been usurped by them . Duties 
m ade incum bent by the C onstitution upon 
th e W ardens have been bargained cor­ 
ru p tly for place. 
Illegal em olum ents have 
been draw n by th e D irectors, and in one 
case by m ethods vulgarly dishonest. 
In ­ 
com petency has been shown in the illegal 
custom of 
keeping 
th e 
journals 
and 
in 
m aking 
contracts 
for 
m achinery. 
Loose practices and reprehensible busi­ 
ness 
m ethods 
arc 
already 
exposed. 
Powers have been exercised by th e Board 
of Prison D irectors in th e w ay of creating 
liabilities which are denied by the C onsti­ 
tution 
to 
th e 
Legislature ; 
buildings 
have been erected contrary to law. 
But 
above and beyoD-J all this a penal system 
has been perpetuated and is being m ain­ 
tained which is a disgrace to th e State, and 
its condition alone, if no other act of mis­ 
conduct existed, would establish a full, 
com plete and indefensible case of incom- 
potency. 
The m ajority of th e Board itself 
do not desire the retention of D irector 
Everson, else th eir adm issions and profes­ 
sions are singularly uncandid.

THE INHERENT TPOWER CF RIGHT. 


E d s. 
R ecord-U m o n : Nothing is ever 
settled until adjusted upon a basis of exact 
right. 
The principle of justice in every 
issue will sooner or later trium ph. 
No re­ 
pose is obtained by compromise w ith wrong. 
Temporizing expediency sometimes reaches a 
deln ive appearance of settlem ents wherein 
wrong is trium phant. 
Issues may be settled 
by deciding them only if justice presides 
over the decision. 
The natural law in the 
realm of morals is as potent and inexorable 
as in the realm of physical things. 
Tho 
maxim, “ So use your own as not to prevent 
the enjoym ent in another of th at which be­ 
longs to him,” which lies at the foundation 
of society, 
will not 
suffer ultim ate de­ 
feat in the settlem ent of any isbue between 
men or communities. 
W hen men 
have 
equal 
title to property and equal right 
of enjoyment, that which tobe enjoyed m ust 
destroy its ¡neighboring property loses all 
claipi to legitimacy. 
The right to own and 
enjoy does not carry with it the right to de­ 
stroy either the ownership or enjoym ent of 
the property r f another. 
To declare the 
existence of such a , 
by any judicial cm - 
elusion would settle nothing but rather un­ 
settle everything. 
W here the euj ym ect of 
ownership depends upon 
the exertire of 
powers destructive of the property rights of 
others, the property in the destructive cate­ 
gory ceases to be property, because the right 
of ownership exists only to the extent con­ 
sistent w ith the enjoyment of other property. 
The-right of property- therefore ceases a t the 
point where the enjoyment of such right in ­ 
terferes with a like er j lyment on the part of 
other ownership. 
Since the right to destroy 
does not exist it cannot ask the protec­ 
tion of law, because the exercise of such 
right is inherently unlawful. Do these axioms 
find application to the issues between the 
miners and the property in the valleys below ? 
They certainly do. 
If the mining operations 
destroy the property in the valleys then tho 
m’ners exercise a pirivilege inherently at war 
with the rights cf property. 
One of the 
maxims of jurisprudence de-icned to aid in 
the just application of law declares th at “ One 
must so use his own rights as not to infringe 
upon the rights of another.” 
If property 
values in the mines resides only in the right 
to destroy property in the valley», th?n the 
attem pt to realize such ' shies is an infraction 
of the maxim quoted. 
Upon the maxim tho 
valley will rest its case. 
A decLion which 
subverts it would root up the foundations of 
society and overthrow uatnral justice. N oth­ 
ing is settled until it is settled right, because 
right is omnipotent.

THE TELEPHONE ÍXCHAHGE BUSINESS. 
Nearly two years ago Mr. Gill established in 
-Lli Gity a fetepnOdo .jACintifgv. tr. was tnc 
authorized agent of the B.-ll Telephone Con.' 
pany, and used their instruments in estab' 
lulling his Exchange. 
The convenience 
afforded by the use of these instruments was 
such that a large patronage was very readily 
obtained. The rate charged was $51 per 
company or Btation for the use of the instru­ 
ments. and 25 cents for each call of the mes­ 
senger. No charge was made for switching. 
The lines constructed were economically 
managed by placing two. three or four instru­ 
ments upon a line. While this resulted in 
some inconvenience to subscribers, the 
service in the main was well rendered 
and satisfactory. 
Mr. Gill 
collected 
rentals for his telephones in advance. 
In one instance a single individual was a 
subscriber to three telephones. About the 
middle of last March this person paid Mr. 
Gill $108 for the use of two of these instru­ 
ments, to run a year. Less than two months 
ago the same person raid Mr. Gill $51, for 
the rent iu advance for the third instiument. 
This case is cited for the value of its illustra­ 
tion. In the meantime the American Speak­ 
ing Telephone Company consolidated, by 
purchase, with the Beil Telephone Company. 
Representatives and agents of the consoli­ 
dated concern came to Sacramento to estab­ 
lish a new Telephone Exchange. The sub­ 
scribers at once apprehended that the little 
system in use here, and which had proven 
of so much convenience to the business 
community, was about to be disrupted, but 
they did not know the extent of the injustice 
about to be done. Mr. Gill’s subscribers had 
paid him in good faith, but the establishing 
>f the new lines was about to freeze him out. 
So after some waiting and much more ne­ 
gotiation—to which, by the way, bis sub­ 
scribers were not parties—it was arranged 
between the two concerns that the new Tele­ 
phone Exchange would take Mr. Gill’s con­ 
tracts off from his hands, agreeing to duly 
complete the unexpired terms where rentals 
had been paid, but the new telephone com­ 
pany proposed that each subscriber of the 
old Exchange should pay $20 to be attached 
to the new line. Some improvement in the 
service, indeed, was promised—as, for 
example, each subscriber was to have 
a line of his own; each subscriber 
would be 
furnished 
with 
a double 
electrical bell ; but $20 was to be paid in ad­ 
vance before these benefits could be availed 
of, and afterwards the further cost of two 
cents per switch was to be charged. Mr. 
Gill, having received the money in advance 
for his rents, his subscribers naturally felt 
that the new charge of $20 and of two cents 
per switch was in no sense fulfilling Mr. 
Gill's contracts, full service under which had 
already been paid for. They felt that to deal 
fairly and justly by the people who had paid 
him their money, he should either continue 
the old Exchange with its usual efficiency, 
or in turning over his prepaid subscribers, 
he should attach them to the new 
system freo of additional cost. The 
only honest course really for Mr. Gill 
to persue would be to pay back to the sub­ 
scribers the unearned rentals which he had 
collected. But his plea is that he was not 
able to do this; that he had expended the 
rnouey, and that the new concern was about 
to freeze him out. The result has been tnat 
the subscribers to the old Exchange have been 
cut off from ail telephonic connection, the 
batteries have not btea replenished and the 
instruments will not work. 
It is now stated that twenty-two firms have 
already combined for the purpose of form­ 
ing an Exchange of their own, and have sent 
East for telephones not of the Bell or Ameri­ 
can Speaking Telephone patents. We sin­ 
cerely regret to be obliged to note in this case 
the fact that the rights and interests of the 
public have not been guarded nor respected. 
The affair isnotcreditabletoany of the parties, 
and uuless seme betterexpUnation caubegiven 
in reference to it than has been thus far vouch­ 
safed to the victims of the quarrel—to which 
the public is not in any sense a party - the 
transaction will bear a very Ehaded com­ 
plexion. In justice to Mr. Gill it should he 
stated that in all reasonable probability he 
would have given the service for which he 
was paid, if he had been permitted to do so, 
and the new company would have deserved 
better at the hands of the public if it had en­ 
tered into and kept tbe agreements that 
would not havo operated as a hardship upon 
old subscribers who had paid their money iu 
good faith, end would not have incurred the 
hostility which this transaction is now likely 
to engender.

The Conference reassembled at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning, Bishop Harris in the 
chair. The opening exercises were conducted 
by Rev. F. F. Jewell. 
The minutes of the previous day’s session 
were read and approved.

H. C. Benson presented the report of tne 
Napa Collegiate Institute, which was referred 
to the Committee on Education without read- 
¡n?. 
. . . 
Rev. George Larkin, now in the super­ 
numerary work, asked to be placed on cf- 
fiiieut service, which request was granted. 
The Secretary gave notice that the Book 
Depository had some of the photographs of 
the late Bishop Havens. 
Dr. Bentley extended invitations from the 
State Librarian for the Conference to visit 
the State Library, and from Mrs. Crocker to 
visit her Art Gallery. The invitations were 
accepted, aud from 12 to 3 P. M. sat for visit­ 
in ’ the Librarv. and from 12 to 3 r. 31. Sat- 
unlay for visiting the Art Gallery. 
Charles J. Larson, Charles R. Nugent, 
James T. Holmes and John B. Chisholm 
were reported as remaining on trial. Their 
characters passed, and they were continued. 
Thomas K. Bartley and AVilliam D. Grubb 
made their reports ; their characters were 
passed, and they were admitted into full con­ 
nection.

For the location of the next Conference, 
Grass Valley, First Church of Oakland and 
Central Church of San Francisco were nom­ 
inated. Grass Valley received 42 vote. Oak­ 
land 47 and San Francisco 19, and on motion 
the vote for Oakland was made unanimous.

9 o’clock this morning. 
CHLRCH EXTENSION. 
At 3 P. M. Rev. C. V. Anthony, Presi­ 
dent, called the meeting to order, and Rev. 
Mr. McKelvey, of the Nevada Conference, 
read a portion of Scriptures and offered 
prayer. 
Rev. E. C. Todd was the first speaker. 
He said when the first Methodists began to 
preach, the churches then in existence were 
deserted, and the people gathered together 
in the streets, but the necessities for some 
permanent rallyiug point led to the building 
of churches. In this country the early 
Methodists were great church builders. The 
Missionary Society needed a helpmeet, which 
resulted in the organization of the Church 
Extension Society. As the South and West 
has filled up this society has pushed itself 
to the front, and wherever the Word 
of God 
has 
been preached we will 
plant a church. We must not wait to be 
ariced, but must thrust ourselves forward in 
this work. We build not for to-day, but for 
the future. The greatest hindrance to suc­ 
cess is the present church indebtedness. The 
design is to build churches—not pay debts on 
those already huilt. Another hindrance is 
that many tliink everything should be used 
at home, and fail to make collections for this 
society. 
The Chairman said that the Bociety would 
not attempt to assist churches where the 
buildings cost more than $10,000, and that 
the average cost of those built by the society 
would not exceed $2,000. Also, that every 
dollar raised hy this Conference had been ex­ 
pended within its limits, besides drawing 
largely on Philadelphia, and closed by saying 
that for every $o raised here $1 would be ex- 
psndeH. 
Dr. M. C. Briggs said that all life would 
provide itself a home, aud this should not be 
confined to animal life. Spiritual life should 
find accommodations for itself, and whatever 
any people need they ara able to procure if 
they properly take care of the means at their 
command. Church extension ja very aDcient, 
and was known away down in Antioch and 
over to Rome. Modern extension has shown 
nothing equal to Methodism. Men became 
converted and began to talk of salvation along 
the highways and in the fields. Neighbors 
became interested. They met together in a 
barn or sail loft, and Hoon a church is built; 
so that church extension grew out of a neces­ 
sity. Too much help, however, is hurtful. 
Had the church at Salt Lake built a SI,500 
house there would have been more strength 
there to combat the Mt rmons, but there it 
little hope for dead Methodism against live 
Mormonism. He claimed that the Method­ 
ists were the most settled ministry in the 
world, for there were no vacant pulpits and 
no unemployed preachers. He said that 
Romanism was building wiser than they 
knew, for the time shall come when Protest­ 
antism shall be preached in cathedrals 
Romanians is building. India is building our 
temples, Romanism is building our temples, 
and God grant we may have grace to occupy 
them. 
The election of officers was postponed, and 
the meeting adjourned.

“ Well, they didn’t come. You don’t knew 
how often we bring meD, however, whom we 
don’t want to bring.” 
Soon after a supernumerary preacher waB 
called on to report. He said he'd had a hard 
time. He’d been in a district where a 
preacher couldn’t live ; that the Conference 
had put a supernumerary man into a super­ 
annuated district. While the Conference 
laughed loudly at this, the Bishop’s eyes 
twinkled, he took up his note book and 
pencil and jotted down a line with the air of 
one who means to fix a new witticism, which 
the Conference seeing, and whether mistaken 
or not, smiled again. The very first hour of 
the first day, as already noted, the Bishop 
relieved the Conference of any fear of pain­ 
ful austerity ou his part. A .minister moved 
for a new committee. Ha wanted a commit­ 
tee on thanks and resolutions of respect. 
At the close of such sessions there were 
a number of such courtesies to be acknowl­ 
edged, and votes of resolutions of thanks 
were generally left to the last, aud came in 
haphazard, and he vzent on with the idea, 
apparently, that some were thanked who 
ought not to be, and some not thanked who 
should be, and----- 
“ Very well,” cried the Bishop, who had 
been manifesting a desire to put the motion 
for some seconds; “ very well; now, all who 
are in favor of the thaDkatury committee 
raise your right bands.” The hands all went 
up, and everybody smiled audibly. But the 
Bishop does not lose by his wit a particle of 
his dignity, nor lessen the respect due his 
high office. He has the art, however, of 
knowing just when to relax, and just how 
much.

Tramp Criminality.—As tho freight train 
coming down on the Oregon division was 
passing Antelope last evening, five tramps 
tried to get into a car which was occupied by 
some fast horses and their attendants, re­ 
turning from the Chico fair.

Stunned by the blow Cady fell out of 
the car, and when the train was stopped and 
he was picked up, it was found that he had 
broken his right arm above the elbow and 
one of his fingers íd fallirg. He was placed 
in a caboose end cared for temporarily while 
being brought to this city. Just before ar 
riving at Arcade one of the brakeinen found 
the tramp that caused tl,e injury in be­ 
tween two of the cars, and ordered him 
to get off. The tramp drew a revolver 
and told him to mind his business 
and not interfere with him, or he wouid blow 
a hole through him.

THE 
NORWEGIAN 
STEAMBOAT. 


The northern nations of Europe seem to 
have h it upon signally appropriate names 
for th a t place of torm ent w hich in England 
is called steam boat. 
There are tim es when 
sim ply to pronounce the words dam pttib 
or dam pbaad is soothing to th e neives ; 
and now here oftener than in N orw ay can 
one be called upon to seek such relief. 
I t 
is an accepted thing ia N orw ay th at no 
steam boat can be counted on either to a r­ 
rive or depart w ithin one, tw o or three 
hours of its advertised tim e. 
The guide­ 
books all state this f a c t; so nobody who, 
th u s forew arned, has chosen to tru st himself 
to th e dainpskib has any right to complain 
if the whole plan of his journey is disar­ 
ranged and frustrated by the thing’s not 
arriving w ithin four hours of the tim e it 
had prom ised. 
B ut it is not set down in 
the guide-books, as it ought to be, th a t 
there is som ething else on which the 
traveler in N orw egian dam pskibs can place 
no dependence w hatever, and th a t is the 
engaging beforehand of his state-room . 
To have engaged a state-room one week 
beforehand, 
positively, 
explicitly, 
and 
then, upon arriving on beard, to be con­ 
fronted by a sm iling captain, who states 
in an off hand m anner, as if it were an 
every-day occurrence, th a t “ he is very 
sorry, b u t it is impossible to let you have 
i t a n d . who, w hen he is pressed for 
an explanation of th e im possibility, has 
no b e tte r reason to give than th a t tw o gen­ 
tlem en w anted th e state-room , aad as the 
tw o gentlem en could not go in the ladies’ 
cabin, and you, owing to the m isfortune of 
your sex, could, therefore the tw o gentle­ 
men have th e state-room , and you will take 
the one rem aining untviiantcd berth in the 
cabin— this is w hat m ay happen in a N or­ 
wegian damp-skib. 
If one 
is 
resolute 
enough to h alt in the gangway, and order­ 
ing th e porters bearing th e luggage to halt 
also, say calmly : “ Very w e ll; then I m ust 
retu rn to my hotel and w ait for another 
boat, in which I can have a state-room. 
I t w ould be quite ou t of th e question, 
m y m aking the journey iu th e cabin,” 
th e C aptain w ill discover some way of dis­ 
posing of the tw o gentlem en, and w ithout 
p u ttin g them 
into 
th e 
ladies’ c a b in ; 
b u t th is late concession, not to the justice 
of your claim, only to your determ ination 
.in enforcing it, does not in any wise con­ 
ciliate your respect or your am iability. 
T he fact of the imposition and unfairness 
is the same. 
I ought to say, however, 
th a t this is th e only m atter in which I 
found unfairness in N orw ay. 
In regard to 
everything else the N orw egian ha3 to pro­ 
vide, or to sell, he is ju st and h o n e st: but 
when it comes to the question of dainpskib 
accomm odations, he seems to take leave of 
all his sense of obligation to be cither.—

HOW 
SCULPTORS WORK. 


I passed a forenoon recently in the studio 
of W ilson M cDonald, a well-knov.n sculptor 
of New Y ork, and w atched him a t work 
on his colossal statue, 
The C ontinental 
Soldier. 
1 was the only visitor, and Mr. 
M cDonald talked to me as he worked, 
explaining in detail th e various stages by 
which the sculptor’s idea is w orked ou t of 
a shapeless mass of clay into form and 
beauty. 
L et me tell you about i t ; I am 
sure you will find it interesting. 
M r. 
M cDonald is not a w orker in m arb le; he 
confines him self to statues cf clay, which 
are afterw ards cast iu bronze, and it is th a t 
branch of sculpture which I propose to 
describe. 
T he first step iu the w ork is to 
m ake a model of the intended statue, say 
tw o feet high, b u t alw ays by scale, which 
he calls the “ intellectual,” and to it he 
gives long and careful study. 
E very feat­ 
ure m ust have life and expression, every 
lim b strength and character. 
W hen it Í3 
finished, he prepares fur the s ta tu s by 
building a strong skeleton framewozk of 
iron, and on this he lays th e clay, m aking 
a rough outline of the figure. 
To fashion 
this unsightly tru n k into the shape of a 
man, he begins a t the feet and w orks up­ 
w ard, calling into service 


A NUDE LIVING MODEL, 
W ho poses hour after hour, w ith ncce sary 
resting periods, in the desired position. 
E very muscle and tendon iu th e m odel is 
reproduced in the clay, for the statue is 
alw ays m ade nude, w hether it is to be 
clothed when finished or not. 
Over certain 
parts of th e body whose proportions m ust 
be carefully preserved, th e ariist spreads a 
th in layer of highly colored clay, so th a t 
in subsequently w orking dow n the drapery 
w ith his tools, he will not cu t into the fig­ 
ure—the colored clay w arns him to stop. 
W hen the nude figure is finished, drapery 
or'clothing is pu t on the living model pre­ 
cisely as it is to appear on th e statue, and 
he ia m ade to pose again in th e required 
position. 
The sculptor now proceeds to 
drape the statue by laj ing on clay where 
drapery is necessary and w orking it into 
shape as deftly and easily as you would 
w rite a paragraph, except iu the m atter of 
the tim e consumed. 
If he could get along 
as rapidly as I do w ith the description of 
it he would m ake oceans of money, bu t a 
colossal statue is the object of close study, 
hard labor and tender solicitude for from 
eight to tw elve m onths. 
N ight after night 
as w ork is suspended the figure is carefully 
covered w ith dam p cloths aud a Eort of 
sentry box m ade of strips of wood and oil­ 
cloth is p ut over it to keep th e clay in 
proper condition for w ork th e n ext day. 
B ut th e m odeling and th e cutting and the 
scraping come to an end a t last, and. the 
huge, dark gray figure stands before its 
m aker all 


RADIANT WITH LIFE AND GENIUS. 
His eye kindles and his heart throbs w ith 
pardonable pride as he looks upon its beau­ 
tiful proportions—the w ork of his hands— 
and an irresistible feeling of sadness comes 
over him as he thinks th a t in a few days it 
m ust be knocked into shapeless clay again. 
B ut I m ust no t get ahead of m y story. The 
sculptor’s idea is m aterialized in the finished 
clay statue, b u t it is to live in im perishable 
bronze, and th e m echanical p art of the 
w ork now begins. 
H is assistants apply 
liquid p lait r of Paris to th e figure w ith 
brushes, beginning a t the bottom and care­ 
fully tilling every fold and crevice. 
The 
piaster hardens rapidly, and coat after coat 
is p u t on until it is about tw o inches thick. 
T his plaster forms the mold in w hich the 
m odel for th e bronze foundry is to be cast, 
and it m ust be made in sections, so th a t it 
can be readily removed from the clay figure 
wheu done. 
To accomplish this, rows of 
little wooden pegs are inserted around the 
figure, w here it is desired to have th e joints 
in the mold, and on them is placed a strip 
of clay half an inch thick and two inches 
wide. 
The plaster is p u t on up to this 
strip, the upper edge of each section is 
doubled, the pegs are removed, and the 
plaster allowed to harden. 
T he strip of 
clay is then taken off, and the edge o f,th e 
plaster covered w ith shtllac to prevent the 
next section from adhering as th e brushes 
apply it. 
T his work is continued until the 
w hole figure is covered, and after standing 
a day or tw o to harden, th e mold is re­ 
moved by sections. 
I t separates easily 
from the clay figure, and the latter, having 
served its purpose and given the sculptor a 
m atrix for his plaster model, is 


BROKEN INTO SHAPELESS FRAGMENTS 
Of clay, to he used again w hen needed. 
T he sculptor now covers th e inner surface 
of th e mold w ith shellac to prevent the 
plaster from sticking, fits together nicely 
and firmly all the parts belonging to the 
figure and the plinth, the statu e’e foot piece, 
except those for th e arms, which for con­ 
venience are cast separately, and pours in 
liquid plaster of Paria by the bucketful 
until th e mold is full. 
Iu tw o days the 
plaster hardens and the m old is taken off. 
I t only rem ains for him to join the arm s to 
the figure, and he docs this by w etting the 
surfaces to be welded and holding th e arm s 
iu position a little while, when th ey become 
firm and solid. 
The original clay figure 
has now been reproduced in plaster of 
Paris, the latte r is Bent to th e foundry 
w here th e bronze statue is to be cast, and 
th e sculptor's w ork ¡3 done. 
B ut let us 
follow th e piaster model and see how the 
foundrym an goes about his part of the 
work. 
H e make3 a mold for casting by 
laying m oist clay in sm all pieces over the 
model, cu t to fit neatly and com pactly and 
so arranged th a t one supports another. 
Pressure upon th e clay gives an exact im ­ 
pression of every m ark and crevice of the 
figure on the inner surface cf these pieces, 
and heat is then employed to dry and 
harden them . 
They arc then taken off and 
built np into a perfect mold of the figure, 
the pieces being fitted together pretty 
much as a boy puts together a diseected 
picture puzzle. 
A core of sand is put in the 
m old—for the statue is to be hollow—and 
little holes are drilled iu it near the bot­ 
tom to perm it the air to pass out as 


THE RED HOT METAL 
Is poured in ; otherw ise there would be an 
explosion and a general sm ashing of things. 
Even w ith all the precautions which skill 
and experience have taught foundrym en to 
use, explosions sometimes occur. 
W hen 
th e mold has been prepared, as abevc de­ 
scribed, it is inclosed in a large iron flask 
or box and lowered by means of a crane 
into a cellar near the furnace which con­ 
tains th e m olten bronze. 
The stream of 
gleam ing m etal ¡3 then turned on, aud it 
finds its way into every p art of th e mold. 
The m etal cools in a day or two, the iron 
tlisk is raised from the cellar, the mold is 
taken off in pieces as it was built up, and 
the statue is finished off and shipped to its 
destination. 
I t is w orthy of note th a t 
Americ^u foundries can cast a hr >nze statue 
cheaper, quicker and b etter th an it can be 
done abroad. 
P ure bronze is 00 per cent, 
copper and ten per cent, tin, b ut m»Dy 
foreign countries use lead or some alloy on 
accouut of the high price of copper in th eir 
m arkets. 
This spurious bronze is easily 
detected by it? dull, dingy appearance. 
M arble is no longer need, or rarely, for ou t­ 
door statues on account of its liability to 
disintegrate. I t cannot stand great changes 
of tem perature and gradually crum bles 
away, while bronze is im perishable.—[N. 
Y. Correspondence Phila. Press.

" Prevention is b etter th an cure, and 
far cheaper,” said Jo h n Locke, tw o hu n ­ 
dred years ago ; and the history of medical 
science has m ade it m ore and m ore prob­ 
able th at, in a stricter sense of th e word, 
prevention is th e only possible cure. 
By 
observing th e health laws of N ature, a 
sound constitution can be very easily pre­ 
served, but, if a violation of thoso law's ba3 
brought on a disease, all we can do by w ay 
of “ c u rin g ” th a t disease ¡3 to remove the 
cause ; iu other words, to prevent the con­ 
tinued operation of th e predispoeiug cir­ 
cum stances. 
Suppressing the sym ptom s in any other 
way m eans only to change th e form of the 
disease, or to postpone its crisis. 
Thus, 
m ercurial salves will cleanse the skin by 
driving the ulcers from the surface to the 
interior of the body ; opiates stop a flux 
only by paralyzing th e bowels—i. e,, tu rn ­ 
ing their m orbid activity into a m orbid in­ 
activity ; th e sym ptom s of pneumonia can 
be suppressed by bleeding th e p atient till 
th e exhausted system has to postpone th e 
crisis of th e disease. 
T his process, the 
“ breaking up of a sickness,” in the lan­ 
guage of 
th e old school allopathists, is 
therefore in reality only an in terru p tin g of 
it, a tem porary interruption of th e sym p­ 
toms. 
W e m ight as well try to cure the 
sleepiness of a w eary child by pinching its 
eyelids, or th e hunger of a whining dog 
by com pressing his throat. 
Drugs are not wholly useless. 
If my 
life depended upon a job of w ork th a t had 
to be finished before morning, and th e in ­ 
clination to fall asleep was getting irresisti­ 
ble, I should not hesitate to defy N ature, 
and keep myself aw ake w ith cup after 
cupful of strong black coffee. 
If I were 
afflicted w ith a sore, spreading rapidly 
from m y tem ple tow ard my noce, I should 
suppress it by the shortest process, even by 
deliberately producing a larger sore else­ 
where, rath er than let th e sm aller one de­ 
stroy m y eyesight. 
T here are also tw o or 
three forms of disease which have (thus 
far) resisted all unm edicinal cures, and 
can 
hardly 
be 
trusted 
to 
th e 
heal­ 
ing 
pow'ers 
of 
N ature — th e 
lues 
venerea, scabies, and prurigo—because, as 
Claude B ernard suggests, th eir sym ptom s 
aie probably due to th e agency of micro­ 
scopic parasites, w hich oppose to th e action 
of th e vital forces a life energy of th eir 
own, or, as Dr. Jennings puts it, “ because 
a rt has here to interfere—not for the p u r­ 
pose of breaking up diseased action, but 
for th e removal of th e cause of th a t action, 
th e destruction of an active virus th a t pos­ 
sesses th e power of self-perpetuation be­ 
yond th e dislodging ability of N a tu re.” 
B ut w ith those rare exceptions it is b et­ 
ter to direct our efforts against the cause 
rath er th an th e sym ptom s ; i. e., in about 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred it is not 
only the safer b u t also th e shorter w ay to 
avoid drugs, reform our habits, and, for 
th e rt 8 , let N ature have her course ; for, 
properly speaking, disease itself is a re­ 
constructive process, an expulsive effort, 
whose interruption compels nature to do 
double work ; to resum e her operations 
against th e ailm ent after expelling a worse 
enem y—the drug. 
If a drugged patient 
recovers, th e tru e explanation is th a t his 
constitution was stroDg enough to over­ 
come both the disease and the druggist.—

INDIAN 
MOUND-BUILDERS. 


W e are not w ith o u t testim ony to the fact 
th a t th e present Indian tribes did build 
tnounds. 
Lewis and C larke m ention the 
custom among the Omahas, saying th at 
“ one of th eir great chiefs was buried on a 
hill, and a m ound tw elve feet in diam eter 
and six feet in bight erected over him .” 
B ertram states th a t th e Choctaw s covered 
the pyram id of coffins taken from th e bone- 
house w ith earth, thus raising a conical hill 
or m ound. 
Tomoehiehi pointed ou t to 
G eneral O glethorpe a large conical m ound 
near Savannah, in w hich he said the 
Y am acraw chief was interred, who had, 
m any years before, 
entertained a great 
w hite m an w ith red beard, who entered 
the Savannah river in a large vessel, 
and 
in 
bis. barge 
came 
up 
to 
the 
Y am acraw bluff. 
Featherstonhaugb, in 
his “ T ravels,” speaks of the custom among 
the Usages, referring to a mound b u ilt over 
the body of a chief, called Jean Defoe by 
the French, who unexpectedly died while 
his w arriors were absent on a hunting ex­ 
pedition. 
Upon th eir retu rn th ey heaped 
a mound over his rem ains, enlarging it at 
intervals for a long period, until it reached 
its present hight. 
B radford says th a t 
m any of th e tum uli formed of earth, and 
occasionally of stones, are of Indian origin. 
They are generally sepulchral m ounds— 
either th e 
general cem etery of a vil­ 
lage or tribe, funeral m onum ents over 
th e 
graves 
of 
illustrious 
chiefs, 
or 
upon a battle-field, com m em orating th e 
event and entom bing the fallen, or the 
result of a custom , prevalent among some 
of the tribes, of collecting at stated in ter­ 
vals the bones of th e dead aud intciring 
them in a common repository. A mound of 
the later description was form erly situated 
on the low grounds of the R ivanna river, 
in V irginnia, opposite th e site of an old 
In d ian village (Jifferson’s “ N otes on V ir­ 
ginia,” pp. 100, 103). 
I t was forty feet in 
diam eter and tw elve feet in hight, of a 
spheroidal form, 
and surrounded by a 
trench, whence the earth employed in its 
erection had been excavated. 
The circum ­ 
stances attending th e custom alluded to 
were, the 
great num ber of 
skeletons, 
th eir confused position, th eir situation iu 
distin ct strata, exhibiting different stages 
of decom position, and th e appearance of 
bones of infants. 
A m ound of sim ilar 
character, and constructed in layers or 
stra ta at successive periods, ex:stcd near the 
south branchof the Shenandoah, in the same 
State. 
A tumulus of stones, in New Y ork 
State, is said to have m arked the grave of 
a distinguished w arrior (M cCauley's “ H is­ 
tory of N ew Y o rk ,” volume ii., p. 239), 
“ Beek’s G azetteer ” (p. 30S) states th a t “ a 
m ound of the largest dimensions has been 
throw n up, w ithin a few years, in Illinois, 
over the rem ains of an em inent chief.”— 
[Prof. N . H. W inchell. 


"NEVER MIND THE EAT, MY BOY.” 


I t is only n atural th a t great Generals 
who com m anded thousands of men in the 
late w ar should frequently m eet men iu 
different parts of th e country who cherish 
some incident of w ar life w ith w hich pri­ 
vate and G eneral were closely connected. 
G eneral Sheridan was idly sauntering up 
aud down th e lobby of th e W indsor H otel 
deep in thought and com placently puffing 
a t his H avana and blowing the sm oke into 
p retty little rings. 
Suddenly a rough- 
looking man w ith face so heavily bearded 
th a t one could sea nothing b ut the tw ink­ 
ling of black eyes, approached him, and 
raising his h at w ith aw kw ard em barrass­ 
m ent said : 
“ Good m orning. G eneral.” 
T he hero of W inohester returned the 
greeting, touching his cap w ith m ilitary 
politeness, and then trying to peer through 
the m inei’a heavy beard to get a glimpse 
of his features, th e General added : 
“ I ’m afraid I ’ve forgotten your face, 
sir.”

" W e were ju st beginning to tire of 
w atching the throng when the stir w ithout 
proclaim ed the coming of the bridegroom, 
a man of 24 years of age, short and in ­ 
clined to stoutness, b u t uot w anting in a 
certain comeliness. 
Naile Sultana had 
herself chosen him a t th e F riday’s selamik. 
This power of selecting a husband by in­ 
spection, as it were, is a privilege of the 
Princesses of th e house of O ilm an , and is 
carried to such an extent th a t even- if the 
favored gentlem an a'read y possesses a wife 
he m ust divorce her and wed th e Sultana.

The scram ble th a t ensued baffles I 
description. 
Eunuchs and girls fought j 
and tore cacli other in their eagerness 
to obtain the coveted coins, w hich are 
understood to bring extraordinary good 
luck to th eir happy possessors. 
So great 
was the confusion th a t th e bridegroom 
could l.ot force bis w ay along, which, being 
perceived by an old woman, chief of the 
harem , she seized a thick rod and laid in ­ 
discrim inately around her w ith unsparing 
fury. 
On breasts, backs, beads and legs 
descended the sharp cuts, b u t th e slaves 
seemed not to care ; long acquaintance 
w ith the stick had possibly rendered them 
callous to its stings, or else th e pressure 
from behind d’d not allow th e forem ost to 
retreat, till a t length, every piece having 
been picked up, th e mass of heated, dishev­ 
eled and bruised women fell back and per­ 
m itted the bridegroom to pass, for the first 
tim e, into th e ¡rrsence of his bride.

“ As soon a-, th e doors were throw n open j 
the whole mob poured helter-skelter in'.o j 
th e inner cham ber, w here the bride was 
sittin g in state w ith a sister by her side, j 
Ad tbe slaves, and also tbe few Arm enian ¡ 
ladies who h id been invited, bent hum bly ) 
dow n and kissed th e hem of her garm ent ; 
b u t w ith us she shook bauds w ithout ris- | 
ing, and motioned ns to chairs very near 
her. 
A fair, sweet-faced woman, of 22 
sum m ers is Nailo Sultana. She was dressed 
in a loose fitting T urkish robe of rose-col- I 
orcd silk slashed w ith gold, while a long [ 
w hite gauzo vail, likew ise embroielercd ¡ 
w ith gold, drooped down from behind the \ 
little cao th a t surm ounted her tightly ■ 
draw n up hair. 
On her ehapc ly hands and j 
bosom sparkled 
m agnificent diam onds. | 
H er single-button gloves had b urst in | 
fastening, and altogether her to ilet was 
far less perfect and rich than we hail ex- 1 
pected. 
Close by stood her m other, a 
bright-eyed, plain-featured old lady, who. ] 
being a slave, 
cannot 
publicly sit in ¡ 
th e 
presence 
of 
a Princess, 
although I 
her 
own 
daughter, 
h ut 
who, 
good ! 
w om an accepted the strange position w ith 
j 
tb e strongest m arks of pride and pleasure, I 
contenting bcrself w ith arranging from 
tim e to tim e the folds of th e bride’s enor- 
m oas train or sweep of the veil, and re- j 
pulsing several attem p ts m ade by the j 
slaves to pay her, too, respect. 
H aving 
satisfied our curiosity, and received an un- : 
anticipated apology from th e m other, who j 
explained th a t she had been searching for 
us in a room which had been reserved, but 
to w hich wc, pleased l y the novel scene, 
had dcclired to retire, wc rose, and after 
w ishing th e bride every happiness, bade 
her farewell. 
W ith a kindly sm ile she 
th an k ed u?, and shaking hands, asked us 
to come and see her again. 
In th e outer 
room fu rth er refreshm ent; were brought 
us, and w ith them appeared th e Sultana’s 
sister, who wished thus to pay ns a com­ 
plim ent. 
H er slaves im m ediately handed 
her cigarettes, bu t she steadily refused to 
shock our European prejudices by smoking, 
and when we left she rose w ith ready 
courtesy to return in th ■ graceful T urkish 
fashion our parting bow.”—[Constantinople 
L etter.

LANG3HAW 
FOWL. 


This is a new breed, the latest novelty, 
so to speak, in the chicken line. 
I t is a 
large, black fowl, of A siatic origin, and 
closely-resem bles 
the 
Black 
Cochins. 
These last are not very well know n outside 
of the fancy, 
and a b etter idea of the 
Langshaw w ill be gathered if it is described 
as resem bling th e L ight Brahm a in size, 
shape, disposition and general habits. 
I t 
is je t black, however, and has a single 
comb, 
like a Leghorn, though smalle:-. 
The comb, earlobes and w attles are bright 
red ; th e plumage of th e bird is a rich, 
glossy black, w ith a beautiful green tinge 
in certain lights. 
The shank is feathered, 
black, b ut tinged under th e scales of a 
pink or reddish hue. 
In habit and dis­ 
position, says the Bucks County Intelli­ 
gencer, th e bird very m uch resem bles other 
Asiatic fowls, like th e Brahma. 
I t is 
quiet, peaceable, easily restrained, a toler­ 
ably good forager, and a very pleasant fowl 
about the place. 
I t is a good w inter layer. 
Our pullets commenced in December and 
laid all through th e long, cold w inter. 
The eggs are large and brow n in color, like 
the 
Brahm a’s. 
One pullet has laid since 
last fall w ithout once getting broody, but 
she is about to tak e the nest now, and will 
be indulged in the m atter of incubation as 
soon as she gets ready, as slic has fully 
earned a vacation. 
Some of her m ates 
became broody in tbe la tte r p art of M arch. 
One was set, and hatched and raised a 
brood, o r th ought she had raised them , 
though she left them sooner than she 
ought to resum e laying. 
They do not ap ­ 
pear to be q uite equal to th e Brahm as as 
m others and nurses, b ut in all other re­ 
spects tiiey arc about up to them ; an I 
th a t is high praise of any fowl. 
O ur folks 
seem to like the Langshaws very well ; 
they are quiet and sensible if one needs to 
handle them , and they are not hard to 
“ break up ” when th ey w ant to set, and 
on the whole are a pleasant and good 
practical fowl.

The fu rth er proceedings 
were suspended instead of my uncle, and 
his life was saved.

he could not possibly have taken 
th e small-pox, and if he had not had the 
small-pqx at the tim e, he would certainly 
have lost his life, so in th is case a t least, 
you w ill adm it th a t vaccination would 
have cost hitn his life.”

I cali him Samson, because 
the first day I had him. he pushed under 
the leg of a heavy chair that was tipped 
against the wall, and fairly knocked it 
over. If a man waB as strong in propor­ 
tion to his size he could lift the obelisk. No, 
that didn’t show any cuunmg, but I’ll show 
you where the cunning came in. I caught 
a big stri ped snake about two weeks ago. 
I was standing in my yard, when along 
came a big toad putting in its best hops, 
and right behind it the snake, so intent on 
the chase that it came right up to me. I 
caught it, aud kept it for some time in a 
box^with a gla?3 top, and one day it struck 
me that the spines on the lizard must have 
been intended as 3 preventive against 
snakes. I thought I would test it, and I 
put Samson into the box. Then I dis­ 
covered that he was a3 wise as Solomon. 
You see this revised Testament business 
makes a man familiar with Bible names. 
The snake evidently had not tasted food 
since last summer—you know they sleep 
all winter—and quick as a Hash he darted 
at the lizard, but, as the boys say, he got 
left. The little fellow was around the box 
like a shot, but finally the snake cornered 
him aud caught him by the hind claw. 
Now, a toad or frog will squirm around 
and face a snake and get demoralized gen­ 
erally, and give it a chance to catch hold 
of its head, but my lizard knew a game 
worth two of that. When the 6nake 
touched him he turned his head directly 
away. 
The snake tried every way he 
could to edge up 
and get the little 
fellow 
by the 
head, so 
he went 
to work to swallow his tail first. He 
stretched out his jaw and planted his long 
teeth into the legs and gradually worked 
the body into his mouth with the smaller 
teeth. When he had taken in as much as 
he could in this way, the long fangs were 
lossened and thrown ahead and fresh hold 
taken, each side of the mouth edging ahead 
in turn. Nothing could stand this pres­ 
sure long, and in ten minutes half of the 
patient lizard was out of sight. He wa3 
only waiting for his turn, and it soon came; 
the snake’s lips had reached his neck, when 
operations ceased. There were four or five 
spines as sharp as needles, pointing out 
every which way, that put an end to the 
swallowing business. I didn’t see the lizard 
laugh ; he must have felt like it, for he 
wasn’t hurt in the least. It took the 
snake half an hour to get rid of him, but 
it tried tsvo or three times to swallow him. 
At every jump the lizard turned his back 
so that the spines faced the snake, and at 
last I separated them.

HOUSEKEEPING HEREAFTER.

The new gifts of invention to society 
which are destined to work as great revo­ 
lutions in domestic affairs as the grist-mill, 
the cotton-gin and the power-loom did in 
their several days are the telephone and 
the perfected pneumatic dispatch. By aid 
of these marvelously fitting; devices, the 
Bevere labors, the drudgeries and the dirt- 
making toils of housekeeping will be taken 
from the home and consigned to an organ­ 
ized establishment, and there brought un­ 
der subjection to steam and electricity, to 
combined effort and discipline. 
With 
these magic appliances in nse, the jealous 
family sentiment will not Üntagonize the 
innovation, but will favor it, since the first 
step will be to erect a screen between the 
household and the world, directly promot­ 
ing the domestic seclusion which has been 
sought and preserved at such cost. The 
telephone wire and the pneumatic tube 
will preserve a secrecy as to family affairs 
that the best servants cannot emulate, and 
the centralized establishment will defend 
the home from endless intrusions now con- 
stitlltillg odo of tlic ^ii*vcab t*nuuyHliC88 
that mistress and maid have to encounter. 
It is fast becoming evident that a change 
of some sort is an inevitable necessity. 
Housekeeping, as now conducted, is too 
b g a job for those who undertake to do it, 
— i fact practically realized in all houae- 
b 'Ids. Not even the most favored are free 
from danger of periodic break-down in the 
overtaxed machinery of domestic adminis­ 
tration, and the common experience is that 
the gearing runB anything but smoothly at 
best. The one matter of trouble with ser­ 
vants is becoming such a crying evil that 
it is the first topic talked of whenever 
housekeepers meet, and the public prints 
are burdened with discussions of remedies 
and plans for obtaining better “ help.” 
This agitation will presently make it plain 
that the servant trouble lies too deep to be 
reached by changes in the personnel of the 
service. It is not that cooks and chamber­ 
maids are so much at fault as that too much 
is demanded of them. The work to be 
done requires greater intelligence and abil­ 
ity than can be induced to enter domestic 
sendee at present. Necessity commanding 
and opportunity inviting, an attempt to 
institute better methods of housekeeping 
cannot long be delayed. The centripetal 
force of society, potent in commerce and 
the arts, will be permitted again to modify 
the conduct of household affairs ; acting, 
as heretofore, by removing certain kinds of 
work from the home, and making them the 
basis of a new business. The kinds of 
work to be transplanted are those which 
bring dirt and litter into the house, those 
which require or which produce heat, and 
those which demand a man's strength oran 
expert’s skill. In plain words, the house­ 
hold is to be relieved of the heavy and 
gross labors, and also the difficult and try­ 
ing operations connected with cooking, 
washing, ironing, heating and cleaning.— 
[September Atlantic.

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COMETS AND THEIR TAILS. 
\Y. Mattieu Williams, author of “ The 
Fuel of the Sun,” discusses in the Gentle­ 
man's Magazine the natuie and origin of 
comets’ tails. He believes the tails to he 
electrical. “ A body,” he says, “ rushing 
around the sun in cometary proximity, 
must be most intensely charged with elec­ 
tricity. A body in such condition will 
throw out luminous discharges, preferably 
in a direction opposite to that from which 
its excitation is received, provided it can 
find their particles or media in a condition 
favorable for their reception. Thus I 
think it very probable that the tail of a 
comet is such a discharge from the in­ 
tensely excited and consequently disturbed 
nucleus.” Why comets sometimes have 
tails and sometimes not depends on 
Williams’ theory 
upon 
the abund­ 
ance or scarcity of meteoric mat­ 
ter or cosmic dust surrounding the 
sun. “ As our solar system,” argues Mr. 
Williams, “ is traveling bodily through 
space at the rate of 400,000 miles per day, 
we encounter regions that vary as regards 
the meteoric matter they contain and the 
temperature they have acquired from the 
perennial radiations of the countless snns 
of the universe. Such regions afford vari­ 
able supplies of solar fuel, and whenever 
the snpply exceeds the average, conditions 
more favorable for the extensions of the 
tails of comets are presented. If this is 
the case, a comet otherwise telescopic or 
barely visible, like Hailey's in 1S35, may 
become a flaming visitor, like Hailey’s was 
before, or resemble those that startled the 
world in 1811, 18^3, 1S59, and in a less de­ 
gree this year. Thus the flaming, long­ 
tailed comet, the hot weather and the 
‘comet vintages’ msy occur together, not 
as cause and effects, but as coincident ef­ 
fects of one common cause.”

PHOiNI.x. September 9:h. — McIntosh’s 
woman, a Tonto squaw, states that the In­ 
dians are 900 strong, aud have divided into 
three parties, one watching the country be­ 
tween Apache and the reservation, one 
moving down to Tonto creek, and the third 
coming via Sierra Anchos through Pleasant 
valley. McIntosh is a reliable half-breed, and 
has been a good guide and scout. 
A large meeting was held here last night. 
A militia eompany íb forming to protect set­ 
tlers in Tonto, if needed. Strong resolutions 
against the Indian policy of the Government 
were adopted, and demanding that the mat­ 
ter be turned over to the military and citi­ 
zens.Nothing from Apache or Thomas has been 
received to-day. 
ISECOND DISPATCH.¡ 
S an C a rlo s, September 9ch.—This fore­ 
noon Rev. Mr. Wingar, accompanied by his 
wife and four children, Mrs. Chandler, the 
matron, Miss Stewart and Mr. and Mrs Hol­ 
lister, arrived here. Mr. Wingar is here to 
place his family in safe quarters, after which 
he will return to the reservation. Mr. Hol­ 
lister, the storekeeper, and his wife, who was 
a teacher in the school, have resigned and 
will not return. An attache of the Citizen 
sought out Mr. Wingar to ascertain the con­ 
dition of affairs at the Agency. Mr. Wingar 
reports things in a state of excitement, and 
there are many conflicting rumors current. 
No danger is apprehended at the Agency. It j 
is not known how many Indians are hostile, 
but it ia estimated by the best judges that 
there are about 490. A portion of these are 
now at Cibicu. Besides these, who are now 
actually engaged at Cibicu, and who are thus 
committed, there are|others disaffected, yho 
go out on depredations, plunder and steal 
stock, and murder those they meet, and the 
next day are on the reservation, like good 
Indians, drawing rations. That is the kind 
of warfare he thinks will be carried on. 
Those who are known by their participation 
in the Cibicu affair will undoubtedly remain 
outside of the reservation, on the war path. 
Those not known will use the reservation as 
a safe retreat after committing depredations 
outside. It is not known who the leader or 
instigator of the Cibicu affair is. Some of 
Pedro’s band are Euid to have been in it, but 
he was not, and it is not known that he had 
anything to do with it. He disputes the 
Apache account of the outbreak, and thinks 
1 that the purpose of the feast was to incite the 
Indians to go on the war path. Major Chaf­ 
fee is in charge of the troops at the Agency. 
Mr. Wingar, who is head foreman at the res­ 
ervation, and party came down with an escort 
as far as Thomas. 
(THIRD DISPATCH.] 
T om bstone, September 9th.—The follow­ 
ing telegrams were received here to-day by 
acting Governor Gosper: 
Willcox, September S, 1SS1. 
Application has been made to me for arms to he 
sent from Benicia Arsenal at once to Forts Lowell. 
Bowie, Grant, McDowell and Willcox Station, for 
sale to the settlers. The war has so far been eon- 
fi led to the smalleBt possible limits, but I hope the 
advantage will be taken uf the emergency hv the 
civil authorities to place the Territory in a Btatc of 
self defense, and 1 advise the organization of minute 
men and militia companies everywhere, that may be 
called on when needed. The arms question is not 
in my hands, and for the few at the posts the of­ 
ficers are pecuniarily responsible, and mo9t of the 
officers are now absent in the field. The Secretary 
of War and the Ordnance Department control 
thousands of arms and millions of cartridges, ob­ 
tainable. however, ouly under the laws of Congress. 
D. B. WILLCOX, 
Brevet Major General, commanding. 
Acting-Governor Gosper concurs with Gen. 
Willcox in this matter, and recommends 
quiet organization at exposed points to co­ 
operate ..n the military. The Governor is 
doing all in his power to obtain arms and 
ammunition to put the Territory in a state 
of defense. He goes immediately to General 
Willcox’s headquarters to consult with him 
on the state of affairs.

C h ico, September 8, 1881. 
This morning before the appointed time 
people began to flock to the track to witness 
the ladies’ tournament, which was announced 
for 10 o’clock (and some brief reference to 
which has been made in the dispatches). At 
that hour the stand and inclosures were filled 
with people and carriages, some placing the 
attendance as high as 3,000. The additional 
entries to those already named were Mrs. B. 
Treefry, Chico; Mrs. T. Locey, Nord ; Miss 
Annie Whiteside, Chico; Miss Nellie Elliott, 
Chico. This made eleven contestants in all. 
The ladies

After about half an hour of varied evolutions 
the judges called them in front of the stand 
and requested them to appear on the track at 
10 o'clock to-morrow, on the same horses and 
in the same costumes, as they (the judges), 
being strangers to tlie ladies, were only able 
to recognize them by their so doing, and it 
required a more extensive exhibition of horse- 
womanship to determine the particular ones 
who excelled. 
The races for to-day were a trot for threc- 
minute class, for a purse of $300. Entries— 
Claremont, Prompter and Carlisle. Firatheat— 
After scoring seven times they got the word, 
Claremont leading, Carlisle and Prompter 
both breaking at the quarter. At the back- 
stretch Prompter closed up on the leader ; 
going around the upper turn Carlisle showed 
up, and they all swung into the homestretch 
clobe together. Coming down the race was a 
very pretty ODe. At the outcome Carlisle 
broke, which caused him to lose ground, and 
Claremont passed under the wire first, Car­ 
lisle second and Promptor last. Time, 2:34. 
Second heat—They got off on second at­ 
tempt. At tlie quarter Carlisle made a Blight 
break, but soon recovered, and the three went 
up the backstretch well together. On the 
upper turn Claremont indulged in a little 
run, and came into the homestretch slightly 
in the lead. The finish was very close, Clare­ 
mont going under the wire, leading about half 
a length. The judges, however, considering 
the running of Claremont, gave the heat to 
Carlisle. Time, 2:34}. 
Third heat—Carlisle led to the half, when 
Claremont took first position. Down the 
homestretch it was very exciting, Carlisle 
winning by a nose. 
Fourth heat—Claremont led around the 
turn, clcsely followed by the other two. Up 
the backstretch they held the same position, 
and tlie struggle home was neck-and-neck, 
Carlisle making a slight break when about 
one hundred yards from the score. Clare­ 
mont came in winner by half a length.

THE SPEED OF THOUGHT. 
Helmholtz showed that a wave of 
thought would require about a minute to 
traverse a mile of nerve, and HirBch found 
that a touch on the face was recognized by 
the brain, and responded to by a manual 
signal in the seventh of a second. 
He 
also found that the speed of sense differed 
for different organs, the sense of hearing be­ 
ing responded to in a sixth of a second ; 
while that of sight required only one- 
fifth second to be felt and signalled. In 
all these cases the distances traversed was 
about the same, so the inference is that 
images travel more slowly than sounds or 
touch. 
It still 
remained, 
however, 
to show the portion of this interval 
taken up by the action of the brain. 
Professor Donders by very delicate appa­ 
ratus has demonstrated this to be about 
seventy-five thousandths of a second. Of 
the whole interval forty thousandths are 
occupied in the simple act of recognition, 
and thirty-five thousandths for the act of 
willing a response. When two irritants 
were caused to operate on the same 
sense one 
twenty-fifth 
of 
a 
sec­ 
ond 
was 
required 
for the person 
to recognize which was the first ; 
but a slightly longer interval was required 
to determine the priority in the case of the 
other senses. These results were obtained 
from a middle-aged man, but in youths the 
mental operations are somewhat quicker 
than in the adnlt. The average of many 
experiments proved that a simple thought 
occupies one-fortieth of a second. 


F a n c if u l F o o t C o v e rin g s—The fol­ 
lowing description of shoes, boots and 
slippers will show how fanciful these are 
at present. A black velvet slipper is 
trimmed with gilt chenille. A red leather 
Oriental slipper is embroidered with gold. 
Another is of satin, trimmed with narrow 
fringe and ribbon. A gaiter for visiting 
purposes is of black satin, buttoning down 
the back. Down the front are bands 
showing the stocking between. 
Other 
gaiters are of chamois cloth, surrounded 
by dressed kid stitched with white. A 
pair of gaiters, to be worn with a bridal 
toilet, are of white satin with a white 
blonde gauntlet on the top of the foot. 
The kid top is without gloss. A satin 
gaiter is of “ scarabee ” satin, with a broad 
lattice-work over the upper part of the 
front of the foot, formed of bands.
